PURPOSES  2A 

The  Corporation  is  to  be  formed  to  receive  and  administer 
funds  exclusively  for  educational  and  charitable  purposes  without 
pecuniary  gain  or  profit,  incidental  or  otherwise.   Its  purpose

progress  and  general  welfare  of  the  community;  and  to  that  end: 

(i)     to  purchase,  receive,  take  by  grant,  gift,  devise, 
bequest  or  otherwise,  lease,  or  otherwise  acquire, 
own,  hold,  improve,  employ,  use  and  otherwise  deal  in 
and  with,  real  or  personal  property  or  any  interest 
therein,  wherever  situated; 

(ii)    to  sell,  convey,  lease,  exchange,  transfer  or 
otherwise  dispose  of,  or  mortgage,  pledge,  or 
encumber  or  create  a  security  interest  in,  all  or  any 
of  its  property  or  any  interest  therein,  wherever 
situated; 

(iii)   purchase,  take,  receive,  subscribe  for,  or  otherwise 
acquire,  own,  hold,  vote,  employ,  sell,  lend,  lease, 
exchange,  transfer  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  mortgage, 
pledge,  use  and  otherwise  deal  in  and  with,  bonds  and 
other  obligations,  shares,  or  other  securities  or 
interests  issued  by  others,  whether  engaged  in 
similar  or  different  business,  governmental  or  other 
activities; 

(iv)    to  make  contracts,  give  guarantees  and  incur 

liabilities,  borrow  money  at  such  rates  of  interest 
as  the  corporation  may  determine,  issue  its  notes, 
bonds  and  other  obligations,  and  sec\are  any  or  its 
obligations  by  mortgage,  pledge  or  encumbrance  of,  or 
security  interest  in,  all  or  any  of  its  property  or 
any  interest  therein,  wherever  situated; 

(v)     to  lend  money,  invest  and  reinvest  its  funds,  and 

take  and   hold  real  and  personal  property  as  security 
for  the  payment  of  funds  so  loaned  or  invested; 

(vi)    to  do  business,  carry  on  its  operations,  and  have 
offices  and  exercise  the  powers  granted  by 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  180  in  any 
jurisdiction  within  or  without  the  Untied  States; 
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(vii)   to  make  donations,  irrespective  of  corporate  benefit, 
for  the  public  welfare  or  for  community  fund, 
hospital,  charitable,  religious,  educational, 
scientific,  civic  or  similar  purposes,  and  in  time  of 
war  or  other  national  emergency  in  aid  thereof; 

(viii)  to  pay  pensions,  establish  and  carry  out  pension, 
profit-sharing,  share  bonus,  share  purchase,  share 
option,  savings,  thrift  and  other  retirement, 
incentive  and  benefit  plans,  trusts  and  provisions 
for  any  or  all  of  the  directors,  officers  and 
employees,  and  for  any  or  all  of  the  directors, 
officers  and  employees  of  any  corporation,  fifty 
percent  or  more  of  the  shares  of  which  outstanding 
and  entitled  to  vote  on  the  election  of  directors  are 
owned,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  it;

(xi)    to  hold  real  and  personal  estate  to  an  unlimited 

amount,  which  estate  or  its  income  shall  be  devoted 
to  the  purposes  set  forth  herein  or  in  any  amendment 
hereof,  and  to  receive  and  hold,  in  trust  or 
otherwise,  funds  received  by  gift  or  bequest  to  be 
devoted  by  it  to  such  purposes; 

(xii)   and  to  engage  in  any  and  all  activities  appurtenant 
thereto  or  in  advancement  thereof; 

provided  that  no  such  activity  shall  be  carried  on  in  a  manner 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  these  Articles  of 
Organization,  the  By-Laws  of  the  Corporation,  or  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  applicable  to  corporations 
organized  under  Chapter  180  of  the  General  Laws. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  however,  the  Corporation 
shall  have  no  isower  to  enter  into  any  contract  or  to  transaction 
any  business  not  permitted  to  be  entered  into  or  transacted  by  a 
corporation  exempt  from  Federal  income  tax  xinder  section 
501(c)  (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (or  the 
corresponding  provision  of  any  future  United  States  Internal 
Revenue  Law)  or  (b)  by  a  corporation,  contributions  to  which  are 
deductible  under  section  170(c)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
of  1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future  United 
States  Internal  Revenue  Law) .

OTHER  LAffTITL  PROVISIONS 
Activities 


No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  corporation  shall  inure 
to  the  benefit  of,  or  be  distributable  to  its  directors,  officers 
or  other  private  persons,  except  that  the  corporation  shall  be 
authorized  and  empowered  to  pay  reasonable  compensation  for 
services  rendered  and  to  make  payment  and  distributions  in 
furtherance  of  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Article  Second  hereof. 
No  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
the  carrying  on  of  propaganda  or  otherwise  attempting  to 
influence  legislation  and  the  corporation  shall  not  participate 
in  or  intervene  in  (including  the  publishing  or  distribution  of 
statements)  "any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for 
public  office. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  these  articles,  the 
corporation  shall  not  carry  on  any  activities  not  permitted  to  be 
carried  on  (a)  by  a  corporation  exempt  from  Federal  income  tax 
under  section  501(c) (3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  (or 
the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future  United  States  Internal 
Revenue  Law)  or  (b)  by  a  corporation,  contributions  to  which  are 
deductible  under  section  170(c)(2)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
of  1986  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future  United 
states  Internal  Revenue  Law) . 

Upon  the  dissolution  of  the  corporation,  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall,  after  paying  or  making  provision  for  the  payment 
of  all  of  the  liabilities  of  the  corporation,  dispose  of  all  of 
the  assets  of  the  corporation  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  the 
corporation  in  such  manner  or  to  such  organization  or 
organizations  organized  and  operated  exclusively  for  charitable

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Provisions  as  to  Intracompanv  Dealings 

To  the  extent  not  inconsistent  with  other  provisions  of 
these  Articles,  the  Corporation  may  enter  into  contracts  or 
transact  business  with  one  or  more  of  its  directors  or  officers^ 
with  any  corporation,  organization  or  other  concern  in  which  any 
one  or  more  of  its  directors  or  officers  are  directors,  officers 
or  shareholders  or  otherwise  interested,  and  into  other  contracts 
or  transactions  in  which  any  one  or  more  of  its  directors  or 
officers  is  in  any  way  interested;  and  in  the  absence  of  fraud, 
no  such  contract  or  transaction  shall  be  invalidated  or  in  any 
wise  affected  by  the  fact  that  such  directors  or  officers  of  the 
Corporation  have  or  may  have  interests  which  are  or  might  be 
adverse  to  the  interest  of  the  Corporation  even  though  the  vote 
or  action  of  such  directors  or  officers  having  such  adverse 
interests  may  have  been  necessary  to  obligate  the  Corporation 
upon  such  contract  or  transaction.

Corporation,  had  no  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  his  or  her 
conduct  was  unlawful,  and  with  such  care  as  an  ordinarily  prudent 
person  in  a  like  position  with  respect  to  a  similar  non-profit 
corporation.   Subject  to  the  next  following  paragraph,  no 
disposition  of  any  such  claim,  action  or  proceeding  shall 
preclude  such  a  determination  by  the  directors. 

Such  rights  shall  not  apply  in  relation  to  any  matters:  (l) 
as  to  which  such  director  or  officer  or  other  employee  shall  be 
adjudged  in  final  judgment  not  to  have  acted  in  good  faith  in  the 
reasonable  belief  that  his  action  was  in  the  best  interests  of 
this  Corporation  and/or  with  such  care  as  an  ordinarily  prudent 
person  in  a  like  position  with  respect  to  a  similar  non-profit 
corporation;  or  (2)  as  to  which,  if  there  is  not  final  judgment, 
the  directors  of  this  Corporation  at  the  time  the  subject  is 
first  presented  to  them  for  determination,  by  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  directors  entitled  to  vote  (excluding  from  those  entitled 
to  vote  all  those  directors  whose  conduct  is  under  consideration) 
determine  that  such  director,  officer  or  other  employee  has  not 
acted  in  the  best  interests  of  this  Corporation  or  with  such  care 
as  an  ordinarily  prudent  person  in  a  like  position  with  respect 
to  a  similar:  non-profit  corporation;  or  (3)  in  the  case  of 
matters  involving  the  allegation  of  crime,  as  to  which  such 
director  or  officer  or  other  employee  shall  have  been  adjudged  in 
such  claims,  suit  or  proceeding  to  have  had  reasonable  cause  to 
believe  that  his  conduct  was  unlawful;  or  (4)  brought  or  asserted 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation. 

The  rights  provided  for  herein  shall  not  be  deemed  exclusive 
of  any  other  rights  to  which  any  such  person  may  be  otherwise 
entitled,  nor  shall  this  provision  restrict  the  right  of  the 
Corporation  to  indemnify  or  reimburse  any  such  person  in  any 
proper  case  even  though  not  specifically  provided  for  herein.

Section  1.      ARTICLES  OF  ORGANIZATION,  LOCATION, 
CORPORATE  SEAL  AND  FISCAL  YEAR 

1.1  Articles  of  Organization.   The  name  and  purposes  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  as  set  forth  in  its  Articles  of 
Organization.   These  By-Laws,  the  powers  of  the  corporation  and 
of  its  directors  and  officers,  and  all  matters  concerning  the 
conduct  and  regulation  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
subject  to  such  provisions  in  regard  thereto,  if  any,  as  are  set 
forth  in  the  Articles  of  Organization  as  from  time  to  time  in 
effect. 

1.2  Location.   The  principal  office  of  the  corporation  in 
The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall  initially  be  located  at 
the  place  set  forth  in  the  Articles  of  Organization  of  the 
corporation.   The  directors  may  change  the  location  of  the 
principal  office  in  The  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  effective 
upon  filing  a  certificate  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 

1.3  Corporate  Seal.  The  directors  may  adopt  and  alter  the 
seal  of  the  corporation. 

1.4  Fiscal  Year.   The  fiscal  year  of  the  corporation  shall 
end  on  May  31  in  each  year  unless  the  directors  change  the  fiscal 
year  by  filing  a  certificate  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth . 

1.5  Annual  Meeting.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  August  or  such  other  date, 
and  at  such  time  and  place,  as  the  directors  shall  designate. 

1.6  Gender.   The  personal  pronoun  "he"  or  possessive 
pronoun  "his",  when  appropriate,  shall  be  construed  to  mean  "she" 
or  "her"  and  the  word  "chairman"  shall  be  construed  to  include  a 
female. 

Section  2.      NO  MEMBERS 

The  corporation  shall  not  have  members.   Any  action  or  vote 
required  or  permitted  by  M.G.L.  ch.  180  to  be  taken  by  members 
shall  be  taken  by  action  or  vote  of  the  same  percentage  of 
directors  in  accordance  with  M.G.L.  ch.  180,  §3. 


Section  3.      SPONSORS,  BENEFACTORS,  CONTRIBUTORS, 
ADVISORS,  FRIENDS  OF  THE  CORPORATION 

The  directors  may  designate  certain  persons  or  groups  of 
persons  as  sponsors,  benefactors,  contributors,  advisors  or 
friends  of  the  corporation  or  such  other  title  as  they  deem 
appropriate.   Such  persons  shall  serve  in  an  honorary  capacity 
and,  except  as  the  directors  shall  otherwise  designate,  shall  in 
such  capacity  have  no  right  to  notice  of  or  to  vote  at  any 
meeting,  shall  not  be  considered  for  purposes  of  establishing  a 
quorvun,  and  shall  have  no  other  rights  or  responsibilities. 

Section  4.      BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS

shall  be  determined  by  the  incorporator.   The  directors  may  also 
determine  the  term  of  directors  and  whether  such  terms  shall  be 
co-incident  or  shall  be  divided  into  classes  of  approximately 
equal  size,  the  term  of  one  class  expiring  each  year.   At  any 
special  or  regular  meeting,  the  directors  may  increase  the  number 
of  directors  and  elect  new  directors  to  complete  the  number  so 
fixed  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  directors  then  in  office,  or 
they  may  decrease  the  number  of  directors,  but  only  to  eliminate 
vacancies  existing  by  reason  of  the  death,  resignation,  removal 
or  disqualification  of  one  or  more  directors. 

4.3  Term  of  Office.   Each  director  shall  hold  office  for 
the  term  of  the  class  to  which  he  is  elected  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  or  until  he  sooner  dies, 
resigns,  is  removed  or  becomes  disqualified. 

4.4  Committees.   The  directors  may  elect  or  appoint  one  or 
more  committees  and  may  delegate  to  any  such  committee  or 
committees  any  or  all  of  their  powers,  provided  that  any 
committee  to  which  the  powers  of  the  directors  are  delegated 
shall  consist  solely  of  directors.   Unless  the  directors 
otherwise  determine,  the  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  power 
to  act  on  all  matters  requiring  prompt  action  between  meetings  of 
the  directors  except  for  such  matters  as  are  specified  in  Section 
55  of  Chapter  156B.   Unless  the  directors  otherwise  designate, 
committees  shall  conduct  their  affairs  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
provided  in  these  By-Laws  for  the  directors.   The  members  of  any 


committee  shall  remain  in  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
directors. 


4.5  Regular  Meetings.   The  directors  shall  meet  annually  on 
the  date  of  the  annual  meeting  or  at  such  earlier  or  later  date 
as  the  directors  may  determine  from  time  to  time.   Other  regular 
meetings  of  the  directors  may  be  held  at  such  places  and  at  such 
times  as  the  directors  may  determine. 

4.6  Special  Meetings.   Special  meetings  of  the  directors 
may  be  held  at  any  time  and  at  any  place  when  called- by  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  directors  (or  if  there  be  no  such 
chairman,  the  president)  or  by  two  or  more  directors. 

4.7  Notice  of  Meetings.   Notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
each  meeting  of  the  directors  shall  be  given  to  each  director  by 
mail  at  least  five  days  or  by  telegram  at  least  forty-eight  hours 
before  the  meeting  addressed  to  him  at  his  usual  or  last  known 
business  or  residence  address  or  in  person  or  by  telephone  at 
least  twenty-four  hours  before  the  meeting.   Whenever  notice  of  a 
meeting  is  required,  such  notice  need  not  be  given  to  any 
director  if  a  written  waiver  of  notice,  executed  by  him  (or  his 
attorney  thereunto  authorized)  before  or  after  the  meeting,  is 
filed  with  the  records  of  the  meeting,  or  to  any  director  who 
attends  the  meeting  without  protesting  prior  thereto  or  at  its 
commencement  the  lack  of  notice  to  him.   Neither  such  notice  nor 
waiver  of  notice  need  specify  the  purpose  of  the  meeting,  unless 
otherwise  required  by  law,  the  Articles  of  Organization  or  these 
By-Laws . 

4.8  Quorum .   At  any  meeting  of  the  directors  a  majority  of 
the  directors  then  in  office  shall  constitute  a  quorum.   Any 
meeting  may  be  adjourned  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the 
question,  whether  or  not  a  quorum  is  present,  and  the  meeting  may 
be  held  as  adjourned  without  further  notice. 

4.9  Action  bv  Vote.   When  a  quorum  is  present  at  any 
meeting,  a  majority  of  the  directors  present  and  voting  shall 
decide  any  question,  including  election  of  officers,  unless 
otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  Articles  of  Organization,  or  these 
By-Laws . 

4.10  Action  bv  Writing.   Any  action  required  or  permitted  to 
be  taken  at  any  meeting  of  the  directors  may  be  taken  without  a 
meeting  if  all  the  directors  consent  to  the  action  in  writing  and 
the  written  consents  are  filed  with  the  records  of  the  meetings 
of  the  directors.   Such  consents  shall  be  treated  for  all 
purposes  as  a  vote  at  a  meeting. 


4.11  Presence  Through  Communications  Ecmipment.   Unless 
otherwise  provided  by  law  or  the  Articles  of  Organization, 
members  of  the  board  of  directors  may  participate  in  a  meeting  of 
such  board  by  means  of  a  conference  telephone  or  similar 
communications  equipment  by  means  of  which  all  persons 
participating  in  the  meeting  can  hear  each  other  at  the  same 
time,  and  participation  by  such  means  shall  constitute  presence 
in  person  at  a  meeting. 

Section  5.      OFFICERS  AND  AGENTS 

5.1  Number  and  Qualification.   The  officers  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  a  president,  treasurer,  clerk  and  such  other 
officers,  if  any,  as  the  directors  may  determine.   The 
corporation  may  also  have  such  agents,  if  any,  as  the  directors 
may  appoint.   An  officer  may,  but  need  not,  be  a  director.   The 
clerk  shall  be  a  resident  of  Massachusetts  unless  the  corporation 
has  a  resident  agent  duly  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  service  of 
process.   A  person  may  hold  more  than  one  office  at  the  same 
time.   If  required  by  the  directors,  any  officer  shall  give  the 
corporation  a  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  in 
such  amount  and  with  such  surety  or  sureties  as  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  directors. 

5.2  Election.  The  president,  treasurer  and  clerk  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  the  directors  at  their  annual  meeting.  Other 
officers,  if  any,  may  be  elected  by  the  directors  at  any  time. 

5.3  Tenure.   The  president,  treasurer  and  clerk  shall  each 
hold  office  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  directors  and 
until  his  successor  is  chosen  and  qualified,  and  each  other 
officer  shall  hold  office  until  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
directors  unless  a  shorter  period  shall  have  been  specified  by 
the  terms  of  his  election  or  appointment,  or  in  each  case  until 
he  sooner  dies,  resigns,  is  removed  or  becomes  disqualified. 
Each  agent  shall  retain  his  authority  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
directors. 

5.4  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors.   If  a  chairman  of 
the  board  of  directors  is  elected,  he  shall  preside  at  all 
meetings  of  the  directors  except  as  the  directors  shall  otherwise 
determine,  and  shall  have  such  other  powers  and  duties  as  may  be 
determined  by  the  directors. 

5.5  President  and  Vice  Presidents.   The  president  shall  be 
the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  corporation  and,  subject  to 
the  control  of  the  directors,  shall  have  general  charge  and 
supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the  corporation.   If  no  chairman  of 
the  board  of  directors  is  elected,  the  president  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  directors,  except  as  the  directors  otherwise 
determine. 


The  vice  president  or  vice  presidents,  if  any,  shall  have 
such  duties  and  powers  as  the  directors  shall  determine.   The 
vice  president,  or  first  vice  president  if  there  are  more  than 
one,  shall  have  and  may  exercise  all  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
president  during  the  absence  of  the  president  or  in  the  event  of 
his  inability  to  act. 

5.6  Treasurer.   The  treasurer  shall  be  the  chief  financial 
officer  and  the  chief  accounting  officer  of  the  corporation.   He 
shall  be  in  charge  of  its  financial  affairs,  funds,  securities 
and  valuable  papers  and  shall  keep  full  and  accurate  records 
thereof.   He  shall  also  be  in  charge  of  its  books  of *  account  and 
accounting  records,  and  of  its  accounting  procedures.   It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to  prepare  or  oversee  all  filings 
required  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  the  Internal 
Revenue  Service,  and  other  federal  or  state  agencies.   He  shall 
have  such  other  duties  and  powers  as  designated  by  the  directors 
or  the  president. 

5.7  Clerk.   The  clerk  shall  record  and  maintain  records  of 
all  proceedings  of  the  directors  in  a  book  or  series  of  books 
kept  for  that  purpose,  which  book  or  books  shall  be  kept  within 
the  Commonwealth  at  the  principal  office  of  the  corporation  or  at 
the  office  of  its  clerk  or  of  its  resident  agent  and  shall  be 
open  at  all  reasonable  times  to  the  inspection  of  any  director. 
Such  book  or  books  shall  also  contain  records  of  all  meetings  of 
incorporators  and  the  original,  or  attested  copies,  of  the 
Articles  of  Organization  and  By-Laws  and  names  of  all  directors 
and  the  address  of  each.   If  the  clerk  is  absent  from  any  meeting 
of  directors,  a  temporary  clerk  chosen  at  the  meeting  shall 
exercise  the  duties  of  the  clerk  at  the  meeting. 

Section  6.      RESIGNATIONS,  REMOVALS  AND  VACANCIES 

6.1  Resignations.   Any  director  or  officer  may  resign  at 
any  time  by  delivering  his  resignation  in  writing  to  the  chairman 
of  the  board,  if  any,  or  the  president  or  the  clerk,  or  to  the 
corporation  at  its  principal  office.   Such  resignation  shall  be 
effective  upon  receipt  unless  specified  to  be  effective  at  some 
other  time. 

6.2  Removals.   A  director  may  be  removed  with  or  without 
cause  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  directors  then  in  office 
(not  including  himself) .   An  officer  may  be  removed  with  or 
without  cause  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  directors  then  in 
office  (not  including  himself) .   A  director  or  officer  may  be 
removed  for  cause  only  after  reasonable  notice  and  opportunity  to 
be  heard  before  the  body  proposing  to  remove  him. 


6.3  No  Right  to  Compensation.   No  director  or  officer 
resigning,  and  (except  where  a  right  to  receive  compensation 
shall  be  expressly  provided  in  a  duly  authorized  written 
agreement  with  the  corporation)  no  director  or  officer  removed, 
shall  have  any  right  to  any  compensation  as  such  director  or 
officer  for  any  period  following  his  resignation  or  removal,  or 
any  right  to  damages  on  account  of  such  removal,  whether  his  . 
compensation  be  by  the  month  or  by  the  year  or  otherwise;  unless 
the  directors  shall  in  their  discretion  provide  for  compensation. 

6.4  Vacancies.   Any  vacancy  in  the  board  of  directors, 
including  a  vacancy  resulting  from  the  enlargement  of  the  board, 
may  be  filled  by  the  directors  by  vote  of  a  majority -of  the 
directors  then  in  office.   The  directors  shall  elect  a  successor 
if  the  office  of  the  president,  treasurer  or  clerk  becomes  vacant 
and  may  elect  a  successor  if  any  other  office  becomes  vacant. 
Each  such  successor  shall  hold  office  for  the  unexpired  term  and 
in  the  case  of  the  president,  treasurer  and  clerk  until  his 
successor  is  chosen  and  qualified,  or  in  each  case  until  he 
sooner  dies,  resigns,  is  removed,  or  becomes  disqualified.   The 
directors  shall  have  and  may  exercise  all  their  powers 
notwithstanding  the  existence  of  one  or  more  vacancies  in  their 
number . 


Section  7.      EXECUTION  OF  PAPERS 

Except  as  the  directors  may  generally  or  in  particular  cases 
authorize  the  execution  thereof  in  some  other  manner,  all  deeds, 
leases,  transfers,  contracts,  bonds,  notes,  checks,  drafts  and 
other  obligations  made,  accepted  or  endorsed  by  the  corporation 
shall  be  signed  by  the  president  and  by  the  treasurer. 

Any  recordable  instrument  purporting  to  affect  an  interest 
in  real  estate,  executed  in  the  name  of  the  corporation  by  the 
president  or  a  vice  president  and  the  treasxirer  or  an  assistant 
treasurer,  who  may  be  one  and  the  same  person,  shall  be  binding 
on  the  corporation  in  favor  of  a  purchaser  or  other  person 
relying  in  good  faith  on  such  instrument,  notwithstanding  any 
inconsistent  provisions  of  the  Articles  of  Organization,  By-Laws, 
resolutions  or  votes  of  the  corporation. 

Section  8.      COMPENSATION;  PERSONAL  LIABILITY; 
INDEMNIFICATION 

8.1   Compensation.   Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Section 
6.3,  directors  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  their  services 
such  amount,  if  any,  as  the  directors  may  determine,  which  may 
include  expenses  of  attendance  at  meetings.   Directors  shall  not 
be  precluded  from  serving  the  corporation  in  any  other  capacity 
and  receiving  compensation  for  any  such  services. 


8.2  No  Personal  Liability.   The  directors  and  officers  of 
the  corporation  shall  not  be  personally  liable  for  any  debt, 
liability  or  obligation  of  the  corporation.   All  persons, 
corporations  or  other  entities  extending  credit  to,  contracting 
with,  or  having  any  claim  against,  the  corporation,  may  look  only 
to  the  funds  and  property  of  the  corporation  for  the  payment  ,of 
any  such  contract  or  claim,  or  for  the  payment  of  any  debt, 
damages,  judgment  or  decree,  or  of  any  money  that  may  otherwise 
become  due  or  payable  to  them  from  the  corporation. 

8.3  Indemnification.   The  corporation  may,  to  the  fullest 
extent  permitted  by  M.G.L.  ch.  180,  and  subject  to  the 
indemnification  provisions  in  the  Articles  of  Organization, 
indemnify  any  director  or  officer  which  it  shall  have  the  power 
to  indemnify  against  expenses  and  liabilities  incurred  by  reason 
of  that  director  or  officer  holding  such  office  with  the 
corporation. 

Section  9.      AMENDMENTS 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered,  amended  or  repealed  by  vote  of 
a  majority  of  the  directors  then  in  office. 

Section  10.     ACTIVITIES 

10.1  Investments.   The  Corporation  shall  have  the  right  to 
retain  all  or  any  part  of  any  securities  or  property  acquired  by 
it  in  whatever  manner,  and  to  invest  and  reinvest  any  funds  held 
by  it,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
without  being  restricted  to  the  class  of  investments  which  a 
trustee  is  or  may  hereafter  be  permitted  by  law  to  make  or  any 
similar  restriction,  provided,  however,  that  no  action  shall  be 
taken  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation  if  such  action  is  a 
prohibited  transaction  or  would  result  in  the  denial  of  the  tax 
exemption  under  Section  503  or  Section  507  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1986,  or  the  corresponding  provisions  of  any 
subsequent  federal  income  tax  laws. 

10.2  Exempt  Activities.   Notwithstanding  any  other 
provisions  of  these  By-Laws,  no  director,  officer,  employee,  or 
representative  of  this  Corporation  shall  take  any  action  or  carry 
on  any  activity  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation  not  permitted 
to  be  taken  or  carried  on  by  an  organization  exempt  under  Section 
501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986  and  the 
Regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  or  by  an  organization 
contributions  to  which  are  deductible  under  Section  170(c)(2)  of 
such  Code  and  Regulations,  or  under  the  corresponding  provisions 
of  any  subsequent  federal  income  tax  laws  and  regulations.

Because  this  letter  could  help  resolve  any  questions  about  your 
exempt  status  and  foundation  status,  you  should  keep  it  in  your 
permanent  records.

WHEREAS,  Section  202  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1959,  as  amended, 
authorizes  the  maJcing  of  capital  advances  for  housing  for  the 
elderly  to  private,  nonprofit  coirporations ,  no  part  of  the  net 
earnings  of  which  inure  to  the  benefit  of  any  member,  fotinder, 
contributor  or  individual; 

WHEREAS,  HUD  has  implemented  this  statutory  requirement  by 
promulgating  a  regulation  providing  that  the  Sponsor  may  not  be 
controlled  by  or  under  the  direction  of  persons  or  firms  seeking 
to  derive  profit  or  gain  therefrom.   The  regulation  also 
prohibits  any  officer  or  director  of  the  Sponsor  from  having  any 
financial  interest  in  any  contract  in  connection  with  the 
rendition  of  services,  the  provision  of  goods  or  supplies, 
procurement  of  fujmishings  or  equipment,  construction  of  the 
project,  procurement  of  the  site  or  any  other  matters  whatsoever, 
except  with  respect  to  management  contracts  entered  into  by  the 
Owner  with  the  Sponsor  or  its  nonprofit  affiliate. 

WHEREAS,  HUD  has  determined  that  assurance  of  compliance 
with  this  prohibition  can  best  be  obtained  by  requiring  that  all 
officers  and  directors  of  the  Sponsor  certify  that  they  do  not 
have  and  will  not  have  during  their  term  of  office,  suiy 
prohibited  financial  interest. 

WHEREAS,  because  of  the  time  constraints  imposed  under  the 
application  process  and  difficulties  in  meeting  these  deadlines 
caused  by  such  factors  as  large  boards  and  unavailability  of 
officers  ajid  directors  of  the  board,  some  prospective  Sponsors 
have  been  unable  or  experienced  hardship  in  obtaining  all  of  the 
required  certifications  for  submission  with  the  applications  for 
fund  reservation. 

WHEREAS,  HUD  is  willing  to  defer  submission  of  the  required 
Sponsors'  Conflict  of  Interest  amd  Disclosure  Certifications 
vmtil  the  submission  of  the  conditional  commitment  applications 
by  those  Owners  for  \rtiich  foind  reservations  were  approved,  if 
such  certifications  are  provided  by  all  officers  and  directors  of 


the  Sponsor  duly  qualified  and  serving  in  these  capacities  from 
the  date  of  the  Sponsor's  fund  reservation  application  to  the 
date  on  which  the  certifications  are  submitted. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  order  to  induce  HUD  to  forego  requiring 
siibmission  of  the  Conflict  of  Interest  and  Disclosure 
Certifications  until  after  projects  have  been  selected  and  fund 
reservations  granted,  it  is  hereby  resolved  and  agreed  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Sponsor: 

1.  That  it  will  submit  an  Incumbency  Certificate,  in  a  form 
prescribed  by  HUD,  listing  all  officers  and  directors  of  the 
Sponsor  duly  qualified  and  sitting  as  of  the  date  of  svibmission 
of  its  application,  together  with  the  dates  of  commencement  of 
their  respective  terms  of  office  and  the  length  of  such  terms  of 
office.   Additionally,  it  will  provide  an   updated  Incumbency 
Certificate  showing  all  changes  in  incumbency  for  submission  with 
the  Owner's  Conditional  Commitment  Application,  initial  closing 
and  final  closing. 

2.  That  no  officer  or  director  of  the  Sponsor  has  or  will 
be  permitted  to  have  any  prohibited  interest  which  would  prevent 
him  or  her  from  signing  the  required  Conflict  of  Interest  and 
Disclosure  Certification. 

3.  That  the  fund  reservation  will  be  subject  to 
cancellation  by  HUD  if  the  officers  or  directors  of  either  the 
Sponsor  or  the  Owner  fail  to  submit  Conflict  of  Interest  and 
Disclosure  Certifications  duly  executed  by  each  and  all  of  their 
respective  officers  and  directors. 

4.  That  no  HUD  capital  advance  funds  or  project  operating 
funds  will  be  expended  on  account  of  any  contract  or  arrangement 
where  a  conflict  of  interest  is  determined  to  exist,  and  the 
Sponsor  shall  be  responsible  for  the  payment  of  any  and  all 
obligations  involving  its  officers  and   directors. 

5 .  That  should  any  contract  or  arrangement  entered  into  by 
the  Owner  be  determined  by  HUD  to  involve  a  conflict  of  interest, 
involving  either  the  Sponsor's  or  Owner's  officers  or  directors, 
the  Sponsor  will  exercise  its  best  efforts  to  cause  the  Owner  to 
promptly  cancel  or  terminate  such  contract  or  arrangement  at 
HUD'S  request.

Activities 

No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  corporation  shall  inure 
to  the  benefit  of,  or  be  distributable  to  its  members,  directors, 
officers,  or  other  private  persons,  except  that  the  corporation 
shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  pay  reasonable  compensation 
for  services  rendered  and  to  make  payments  and  distributions  in 
furtherance  of  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Article  Second  hereof. 
No  substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  the  corporation  shall  be 
the  carrying  on  of  propaganda,  or  otherwise  attempting  to 
influence  legislation  and  the  corporation  shall  not  participate 
in,  or  intervene  in  (including  the  publishing  or  distribution  of 
statements)  any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for 
public  office. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  these  articles,  the 
corporation  shall  not  carry  on  any  other  activities  not  permitted 
to  be  carried  on  (a)  by  a  corporation  exempt  from  Federal  income 
tax  under  section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954 
(or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future  United  States 
Internal  Revenue  Law)  or  (b)  by  a  corporation,  contributions  to 
which  are  deductible  under  section  170(c)(2)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  of  1954  (or  the  corresponding  provision  of  any 
future  United  States  Internal  Revenue  Law)  .

Provisions  as  to  Intracompany  Dealings 

To  the  extent  not  inconsistent  with  other  provisions  of 
these  Articles,  the  Corporation  may  enter  into  contracts  or 
transact  business  with  one  or  more  of  its  airectors,  officers,  or 
members  or  with  any  corporation,  organization  or  other  concern  in 
which  any  one  or  more  of  its  directors,  officers  or  members  are 
directors,  officers  or  shareholders  or  otherwise  interested,  and 
into  other  contracts  or  transactions  in  which  any  one  or  more  of 
its  directors,  officers  or  members  is  in  any  way  interested;  and 
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in  the  absence  of  fraud,  no  such  contract  or  transaction  shall  be 
invalidated  or  in  any  wise  affected  by  the  fact  that  such 
Directors,  officers  or  members  of  the  Corporation  have  or  may 
have  interests  which  are  or  might  be  adverse  to  tne  interest  of 
the  Corporation  even  though  the  vote  or  action  of  such  directors, 
officers  or  members  having  such  adverse  interests  may  have  been 
necessary  to  obligate  the  Corporation  upon  such  contract  or 
transaction.   At  any  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Corporation  (or  any  auly  authorized  committee  thereof)  any  such 
director  or  directors  may  vote  or  act  thereat  with  like  force  and 
effect  as  if  he  had  no  such  interest,  provioed  that  in  such  case 
the  nature  of  such  interest  (though  not  necessarily  the  extent  or 
details  thereof)  shall  be  disclosed  or  shall  have  been  known  to 
the  directors  or  a  majority  thereof.   No  director  shall  be 
disqualified  from  holding  office  as  director  or  officer  of  the 
Corporation  by  reason  of  any  such  adverse  interest,  unless  the 
interest  is  detrimental  to  the  Corporation.   In  the  absence  of 
fraud,  no  director,  officer  or  member  having  such  adverse 
interest  shall  be  liable  to  the  Corporation  or  to  any  member  or 
creditor  thereof  or  to  any  other  person  for  any  loss  incurred  by 
it  under  or  by  reason  of  such  contract  or  transaction,  nor  shall 
any  such  director,  officer  or  member  be  accountable  for  any 
gains  or  profits  realized  thereon.

Indemnification  of  Directors  and  Officers 

The  Corporation  may  indemnify  and  hold  harmless  each 
director  and  each  officer  or  other  employee  of  the  Corporation, 
(including,  for  this  purpose,  any  person  who  m.ay  serve  at  the 
Corporation's  request  in  any  capacity  with  respect  to  any 
employee  benefit  plan  maintained  or  contributed  to  by  the 
Corporation)  against  and  from  all  loss,  cost  and  reasonable 
expenses  hereafter  incurrea  by  him  in  the  payment,  settlement  and 
defense  of  any  civil  or  criminal  claim,  action  or  proceeding 
(including  appeals)  brought  or  threatened  against  him  because  he 
is  or  has  been  such  director  or  officer  or  other  employee  or 
because  of  any  action  alleged  to  have  been  taken  or  omitted  by 
him  as  such  director  or  officer  or  other  employee.   The  rights  of 
indemnification  and  exoneration  accruing  under  this  Article  shall 
apply  whether  or  not  such  person  continues  to  be  a  director  or 
officer  or  other  employee  at  the  time  any  such  loss,  cost  or 
expense  is  suffered  or  incurred. 
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The  Corporation  may  advance  expenses  to,  or  where 
appropriate  may  itself  at  its  expense  undertake  the  defense  of, 
such  director  or  officer  or  other  employee;  provided,  however, 
that  he  shall  have  undertaken  to  repay  or  to  reimburse  such 
expenses  if  it  should  ultimately  be  determined  that  he  is  not 
entitled  to  indemnification  under  this  provision. 

Such  indemnification  shall  be  of  right  if  (1)  such  director 
or  officer  or  other  employee  shall  have  been  wholly  successful, 
on  the  merits  or  otherwise,  with  respect  to  such  claim,  action  or 
proceeding,  or  (2)  the  members  of  this  Corporation  at  tne  time 
the  subject  is  first  presented  to  them  for  determination,  by  vote 
of  a  majority  of  the  members  entitled  to  vote  (excluding  from 
these  entitled  to  vote  all  those  members  whose  conduct  is  under 
consideration)  determine  that  such  director  or  officer  or  other 
employee  acted  in  good  faith  for  a  purpose  which  he  reasonably 
believed  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Corporation  and  had 
no  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  his  conduct  was  unlawful.

is  first  presented  to  them  for  determination,  by  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  entitled  to  vote  (excluding  from  those 
entitled  to  vote  all  those  members  whose  conduct  is  under 
consideration)  Determine  that  such  director,  officer  or  other 
employee  has  not  acted  in  the  best  interests  of  this  Corporation;

ARTICLE  I 

OFFICES 

Section  1.     The  corporation  may  have  offices  at  such 
places  both  within  and  without  the  Coinmonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  from  time  to  time  determine. 


ARTICLE  II 
MEMBERSHIP 

1.  Membership.   There  shall  be  one  class  of  members  of  the 
Corporation.   The  members  of  the  Corporation  shall  consist  of 
such  eligible  person  or  persons  as  may  be  elected  by  the 
Incorporators,  or  by  the  members  by  a  vote  of  all  of  the  members 
of  the  Corporation  entitled  to  vote  thereupon,  at  any  annual  or 
special  meeting  of  the  members.   To  be  eligible  for  election  to 
membership  or  for  continued  membership,  a  person  must  be  a  member 
in  good  standing  of  a  recognized  labor  or  trade  union. 

2.  Rights  of  members.   The  right  of  a  member  to  vote  and 
all  his  right,  title,  and  interest  in  or  to  the  Corporation  shall 
cease  on  the  termination  of  his  membership.   No  member  shall  be 
entitled  to  share  in  the  distribution  of  the  corporate  assets 
upon  the  dissolution  of  the  Corporation. 

3 .  Resignation  of  members.  Any  member  may  resign  from  the 
Corporation  by  delivering  a  written  resignation  to  the  President 
or  Clerk  of  the  Corporation. 

4 .  Removal  of  members.   Any  member  may  be  removed  from 
membership  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  full 
membership,  registered  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  at  any 
regular  or  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  for  conduct 
detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  Corporation,  for  lack  of 
sympathy  with  its  objectives,  for  refusal  to  render  reasonable 
assistance  in  carrying  out  its  purposes,  or  for  failure  to  remain 
eligible  for  membership.   Any  such  member  proposed  to  be  removed 
shall  be  entitled  to  at  least  five  days'  notice  in  writing  by 
mail  of  the  meeting  at  which  such  removal  is  to  be  voted  upon  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  appear  before  and  be  heard  at  such  meeting. 


ARTICLE  III 

MEETINGS  OF  MEMBERS 

Section  1.     All  meetings  of  the  members  shall  be 
held  at  the  principal  office  of  the  Corporation,  unless  a 
different  place,  either  within  or  without  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  shall  be  designated  by  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
stated  in  the  notice  of  the  meeting. 

Section  2.     The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  members  for 
the  election  of  directors  and  for  the  transaction  of  any  other 
proper  business  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March  at 
10:00  o'clock  in  the  morning.   If  it  shall  not  have  been  held  on 
the  date  fixed,  or  by  adjournment  therefrom,  a  meeting  in  lieu 
thereof  shall  be  held  within  six  (6)  months  after  the  end  of  the 
Corporation's  fiscal  year. 

Section  ^.      Written  notice  of  the  annual  meeting  stating 
the  place,  date  and  hour  of  the  meeting  shall  be  given  to  each 
member  entitled  to  vote  at  such  meeting  not  less  tnan  ten  nor 
more  than  fifty  days  before  the  date  of  the  meeting. 

Section  A.      Special  meetings  of  the  members  may  be 
called  by  the  president  or  by  the  directors,  and  shall  be  called 
by  the  clerk,  or  in  the  case  of  the  death,  absence,  incapacity  or 
refusal  of  the  clerk,  by  any  other  officer,  upon  written 
application  of  three  or  more  members  entitled  to  vote  thereat. 
Any  such  application  shall  state  the  purpose  or  purposes  of  the 
meeting  proposed  to  be  called. 

Section  5..     Written  notice  of  a  special  meeting  stating 
the  place,  date  and  hour  of  the  meeting  and  the  purpose  or 
purposes  for  which  the  meeting  is  called  shall  be  given  to  each 
member  entitled  to  vote  at  such  meeting  not  less  than  seven 
nor  more  than  fifty  days  before  the  date  of  the  meeting. 

Section  ^.      Business  transacted  at  any  special  meeting  of 
members  shall  be  limited  to  the  purposes  stated  in  the 
notice. 

Section  2.      The  clerk  shall  prepare  and  make,  at  least 
ten  days  before  every  meeting  of  members,  a  complete  list  of  the 
members  entitled  to  vote  at  the  meeting,  arranged  in  alphabetical 
order,  and  showing  the  address  of  each  member.   Such  list  shall 
be  open  to  the  examination  of  any  member,  for  any  purpose  germane 
to  the  meeting,  during  ordinary  business  hours,  for  a  period  of 
at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  meeting,  either  at  a  place  within 
the  city  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held,  which  place  shall  be 
specified  in  the  notice  of  the  meeting,  or,  if  not  so  specified, 
at  the  place  where  the  meeting  is  to  be  held.   The  list  shall 
also  be  produced  and  kept  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting 
during  the  whole  time  thereof,  and  may  be  inspected  by  any  member 
who  is  present. 


Section  fi..     At  each  meeting  of  the  members,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  by  statute  or  by  the  articles  of 
organization,  a  majority  of  the  members  entitled  to  vote  thereat, 
present  in  person  or  represented  by  proxy,  shall  be  necessary  and 
sufficient  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.   if,  however,  such  quorum  shall  not  be  present  or 
represented  at  any  meeting  of  the  members,  the  members  entitled 
to  vote  thereat,  present  in  person  or  represented  by  proxy,  shall 
have  power  to  adjourn  the  meeting  from  time  to  time,  without 
notice  other  than  announcement  at  the  meeting,  until  the  quorum 
shall  be  present  or  represented.   At  any  such  adjourned  meeting 
at  which  a  quorum  shall  be  present  or  represented  any  business 
may  be  transacted  which  might  have  been  transacted  at  the  meeting 
in  accordance  with  the  original  notice.   If  the  adjournment  is 
for  more  than  ten  days,  or  if  after  the  adjournment  a  new  record 
date  is  fixed  for  the  adjourned  meeting,  a  notice  of  the 
adjourned  meeting  shall  be  given  to  each  member  of  record 
entitled  to  vote  at  the  meeting.

Section  10 .    At  each  meeting  of  the  members,  each 
member  shall,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  articles  of 
organization,  be  entitled  to  one  vote.   Such  vote  may  be 
exercised  in  person  or  by  proxy  for,  but  no  proxy  shall  be  voted 
after  three  years  from  its  date,  unless  the  proxy  provides  for  a 
longer  period. 

Section  11 .    Whenever  the  vote  of  members  at  a 
meeting  thereof  is  required  or  permitted  to  be  taken  for  or  in 
connection  with  any  corporate  action,  whether  by  any  provision  of 
statute  or  of  the  articles  of  organization  or  otherwise,  the 
meeting  and  vote  of  members  may  be  dispensed  with  if  all  of 
the  members  who  would  have  been  entitled  to  vote  upon  tne 
action  if  such  meeting  were  held  shall  consent  in  writing  to  the 
taking  of  such  corporate  action.

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

Section  i.     The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  such 
number,  not  less  than  three,  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Incorporators 
or  members;  except  that  whenever  there  shall  be  only  two 
members  the  number  of  directors  shall  not  be  less  tnan  two 
and  whenever  there  shall  be  only  one  member  the  number  of 
directors  shall  not  be  less  than  one. 

Section  2.     Directors  shall,  except  as  otherwise  required 
or  provided  by  statute  or  by  the  articles  of  organization,  be 
elected  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  a  meeting  of  the 
members  entitled  to  vote  in  the  election. 

Section  2.-  Any  director  may  resign  at  any  time  by  giving 

written  notice  to  the  President  or  the  Clerk.   The  resignation  of 
any  director  shall  take  effect  at  the  time  specified  therein; 
and,  unless  otherwise  specified  therein,  the  acceptance  of  such 
resignation  shall  not  be  necessary  to  make  it  effective. 

Section  A-      Any  director  may  be  removed,  either  with  or 
without  cause,  at  any  time  by  the  affirmative  vote  of  the  members 
entitled  to  vote  in  the  election  of  directors,  at  a  special 
meeting  of  the  members  called  for  the  purpose;  and  the 
vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Directors  caused  by  any  such  removal  may 
be  filled  by  the  members  as  set  forth  in  Section  2  of  this 
Article  at  such  meeting. 

Section  5..     Vacancies  and  newly  created  directorships 
resulting  from  any  increase  in  the  authorized  number  of  directors 
may  be  filled  by  a  majority  of  the  members  entitled  to  vote  in 
the  election  of  directors,  at  a  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the 
members  called  for  that  purpose. 

Section  i.     After  each  annual  election  of  directors  and 
on  the  same  day,  the  Board  of  Directors  may  meet  for  the  purpose 
of  organization,  the  election  of  officers  and  the  transaction  of 
other  business  at  the  place  where  regular  meetings  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  are  held.   Notice  of  such  meeting  need  not  be  given. 
Such  meeting  may  be  held  at  any  other  time  or  place  which  shall 
be  specified  in  a  notice  given  as  hereinafter  provided  for 
special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  in  a  consent  and 
waiver  of  notice  thereof  signed  by  all  the  directors. 

Section  2.      Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  be  held  at  such  places  and  at  such  times  as  the  Board  shall 
by  resolution  determine.   If  any  day  fixed  for  a  regular  meeting 
shall  be  a  legal  holiday  at  the  place  where  the  meeting  is  to  be 
held,  then  the  meeting  which  would  otherwise  be  held  on  that  day 
shall  be  held  at  such  place  at  the  same  hour  and  on  the  next 
succeeding  business  day  not  a  legal  holiday.   Notice  of  regular 
meetings  need  not  be  given. 


Section  fi..      Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  be  held  whenever  called  by  the  President  or  the  Clerk 
or  any  two  of  the  directors.   Notice  of  each  such  meeting  shall 
be  mailed  to  each  director,  addressed  to  him  at  his  residence  or 
usual  place  of  business,  at  least  five  days  before  tne  day  on 
which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held,  or  shall  be  sent  to  him  by 
telegram,  cable  or  wireless  so  addressed,  or  shall  be  delivered 
personally  or  by  telephone,  at  least  24  hours  before  the  time  the 
meeting  is  to  be  held.   Each  such  notice  shall  state  the  time  and 
place  of  the  meeting  but  need  not  state  the  purposes  thereof, 
except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute  or  by  these  by-laws. 
Notice  of  any  meeting  of  the  board  need  not  be  given  to  any 
director  who  shall  be  present  at  such  meeting;  and  any  meeting  of 
the  board  shall  be  a  legal  meeting  without  any  notice  thereof 
having  been  given,  if  all  of  the  directors  then  in  office  shall 
be  present  thereat. 

Section  2..  Except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute,  or 

by  these  by-laws,  a  majority  of  the  directors  then  in  office 
shall  be  required  to  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  at  any  meeting,  and  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  directors  present  at  the  meeting  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  adoption  of  any  resolution  or  the  taking  of  any  other  action. 
In  the  absence  of  a  quorum,  the  director  or  directors  present  may 
adjourn  any  meeting  from  time  to  time  until  a  quorum  be  had. 
Notice  of  any  such  adjourned  meeting  shall  be  given  to  each 
director  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  these  by-laws. 

Section  JJI.     Any  action  required  or  permitted  to  be  taken 
at  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  or  of  any  committee 
thereof  may  be  taken  without  a  meeting  if  all  members  of  the 
board  or  of  such  committee,  as  the  case  may  be,  consent  thereto 
in  writing  and  such  written  consent  is  filed  with  the  minutes  or 
proceedings  of  the  board  or  such  committee. 

Section  11.    Directors,  as  such,  shall  not  receive  any 
stated  salary  for  their  services,  but  by  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  a  fixed  sum  and  expenses  of  attendance,  if  any,  may 
be  allowed  for  attendance  at  each  regular  and  special  meeting  of 
the  board  or  of  any  committee  thereof.   Nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  so  as  to  preclude  any  director  from  serving 
the  corporation  in  any  other  capacity,  or  from  serving  any  of  its 
members,  organizations  in  any  capacity,  and  receiving 
compensation  therefor. 

Section  12.   The  Board  of  Directors,  by  resolution  passed 
by  a  majority  of  the  whole  board,  may  designate  one  or  more 
committees,  each  committee  to  consist  of  two  or  more  of  the 
directors  of  the  corporation.   The  board  may  designate  one  or 
more  directors  as  alternate  members  of  any  committee,  who  may 
replace  any  absent  or  disqualified  member  at  any  meeting  of  the 
committee.   Any  such  committee,  to  the  extent  provided  in  the 
resolution,  shall  have  and  may  exercise  the  powers  of  the  Board 
of  Directors  in  the  management  of  the  business  and  affairs  of  the 


corporation,  and  may  authorize  the  seal  of  the  corporation  to  be 
affixed  to  all  papers  which  may  require  it;  provided,  however, 
that  in  the  absence  or  disqualification  of  any  member  of  such 
committee  or  committees,  the  member  or  members  thereof  present  at 
any  meeting  and  not  disqualified  from  voting,  whether  or  not  he 
or  they  constitute  a  quorum,  may  unanimously  appoint  another 
member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  act  at  the  meeting  in  the 
place  of  any  such  absent  or  disqualified  member.   Such  committee 
or  committee  shall  have  such  name  or  names  as  may  be  determined 
from  time  to  time  by  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Di  rectors. 

Section  12..  Each  committee  shall  keep  regular  minutes  of 

its  meetings  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Directors  when 
required. 

ARTICLE  V 

NOTICES 

Section  1.     Except  as  otherwise  explicitly  set  forth  in 
any  particular  provision  of  the  articles  of  organization  or  of  these 
by-laws,  whenever  under  the  provisions  of  the  articles  of  organi- 
zation or  of  these  by-laws,  notice  is  required  to  be  given  to  any 
director  or  member,  it  shall  not  be  necessary  that  personal 
notice  be  given,  and  such  notice  may  be  given  in  writing,  by 
mail,  addressed  to  such  director  or  member,  at  his  address 
as  it  appears  on  the  records  of  the  corporation,  with  postage 
thereon  prepaid,  and  such  notice  shall  be  deemed  to  be  given  at 
the  time  when  the  same  shall  be  deposited  in  the  United  States 
mail.   Notice  to  directors  may  also  be  given  by  telegraph,  cable 
or  wireless,  and  such  notice  shall  be  deemed  to  be  given  when  the 
same  shall  be  filed,  or  in  person  or  by  telephone,  and  such 
notice  shall  be  deemed  to  be  given  when  the  same  shall  be 
delivered. 

Section  2.     Whenever  any  notice  is  required  to  be  given 
under  the  provisions  of  the  articles  of  organization  or  of  these 
by-laws,  a  waiver  thereof  in  writing,  signed  by  the  person  or 
persons  entitled  to  said  notice,  whether  before  or  after  the  time 
stated  therein,  shall  be  deemed  equivalent  thereto. 

ARTICLE  VI 

OFFICERS 

Section  1.     The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  a 
President,  a  Clerk,  a  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  may 
be  appointed  by  the  Incorporators  or  the  Board  of  Directors  in 
accordance  with  Section  3  of  this  Article.   Any  two  or  more 
offices  may  be  held  by  the  same  person. 


Section  Z.     The  offices  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  except  in  the  case  of  officers  appointed 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  3  of  this  Article, 
each  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  annual  election  of  officers 
and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified, 
unless  his  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  office,  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided,  shall  earlier  occur. 

Section  2.-  In  addition  to  the  officers  named  in  Section 

1  of  this  Article,  the  corporation  may  have  such  other  officers 
and  agents  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Incorporators  or  tne 
Board  of  Directors.   Such  other  officers  and  agents  shall  be 
appointed  in  such  manner,  have  such  duties  and  hold  their  offices 
for  such  terms,  as  may  be  determined  by  resolution  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

Section  4..     Any  officer  may  resign  at  any  time  by  giving 
written  notice  of  his  resignation  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  to 
the  President  or  to  the  Secretary.   Any  such  resignation  shall 
take  effect  at  the  time  specified  therein;  and,  unless  otherwise 
specified  therein,  the  acceptance  of  such  resignation  shall  not 
be  necessary  to  make  it  effective. 

Section  5..     Any  officer  may  be  removed,  either  with  or 
without  cause,  by  action  of  the  directors. 

Section  £.,  A  vacancy  in  any  office  because  of  death, 

resignation,  removal  or  any  other  cause  shall  be  filled  for  the 
unexpired  portion  of  the  term  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  these 
by-laws  for  election  or  appointment  to  such  office. 

Section  2.     The  President  shall  have  direct  charge  of  the 
business  of  the  corporation,  subject  to  the  general  control  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  corporation. 

Section  fi.     In  the  event  of  the  absence  or  disability  of 
the  President,  the  Vice  President,  if  any,  or,  in  case  there 
shall  be  more  than  one  Vice  President,  the  Vice  President 
designated  for  this  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  shall 
perform  all  of  the  duties  of  the  President,  and  when  so  acting, 
shall  have  all  the  powers  of,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restric- 
tions upon,  the  President.

All  contracts  and  agreements  authorized  by 
the  Board  of  Directors,  and  all  checks,  drafts,  bills  of  exchange 
or  other  orders  for  the  payment  of  money,  issued  in  the  name  of 
the  corporation,  shall  be  signed  by  such  person  or  persons  and  in 
such  manner  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  designated  by  the  Board 
of  Directors,  which  designation  may  be  general  or  confined  to 
specific  instances;  and  unless  so  designated  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  or  in  these  by-laws,  no  officer,  agent  or  employee 
shall  have  any  power  or  authority  to  bind  the  corporation  by  any 
contract  or  engagement  or  to  pledge  its  credit  or  to  render  it 
liable  for  any  purpose  or  for  any  amount. 

Section  2-     No  loan  shall  be  contracted  on  behalf  of  the 
corporation,  and  no  evidence  of  indebtedness  shall  be  issued  in 
its  name,  unless  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors.   Such 
authorization  may  be  general  or  confined  to  specific  instances. 
Loans  so  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors  may  be  effected  at 
any  time  for  the  corporation  from  any  bank,  trust  company  or 
other  institution,  or  from  any  firm,  corporation  or  individual. 
All  bonds,  indebtedness  of  the  corporation  issued  for  such  loans 
shall  be  made,  executed  and  delivered  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  authorize.

any  part  of  or  all  the  properties,  including  contract  rights, 
assets,  business  or  good  will  of  the  corporation,  whether  tnen 
owned  or  thereafter  acquired,  may  be  mortgages,  pledged, 
hypothecated  or  conveyed  or  assigned  in  trust  as  security  for  tne 
payment  of  such  bonds,  debentures,  notes  an  other  obligations  or 
evidences  of  indebtedness  of  the  corporation,  and  of  the  interest 
thereon,  by  instruments  executed  and  delivered  in  the  name  of  the 
corporation.

For  tne 
purpose  of  the  deposit  and  for  the  purpose  of  collection  for  the 
account  of  the  corporation,  checks,  drafts  and  other  orders  for 
the  payment  of  money  which  are  payable  to  the  order  of  the 
corporation  shall  be  endorsed,  assigned  and  delivered  by  such 
person  or  persons  and  in  such  manner  as  may  from  time  to  time  be 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  ±.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  resolution 

adopted  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  President  or  any  Vice 
President  may  from  time  to  time  appoint  an  attorney  or  attorneys, 
or  an  agent  or  agents,  to  exercise  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of 
the  corporation  the  powers  and  rights  which  the  corporation  may 
have  as  the  holder  of  stock  or  other  securities  in  any  other 
corporation  to  vote  or  to  consent  in  respect  of  such  stock  or 
other  securities;  and  the  President  or  any  Vice  President  may 
instruct  the  person  or  persons  so  appointed  as  to  the  manner  of 
exercising  such  powers  and  rights  and  the  President  or  any  vice 
President  may  execute  or  cause  to  be  executed  in  the  name  and  on

No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of  the  Corporation 
shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of,  or  be  distributable  to,  its 
members,  directors,  officers,  or  other  private  persons;  except 
that  the  Corporation  shall  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  pay 
reasonable  compensation  for  services  rendered  and  to  make 
payments  and  distributions  in  furtherance  of  the  purposes  set 
forth  in  the  Articles  of  Organization  of  the  Corporation.   No 
substantial  part  of  the  activities  of  the  Corporation  shall  be 
the  carrying  on  of  propaganda,  or  otherwise  attempting  to 
influence  legislation,  and  the  Corporation  shall  not  participate 


or  intervene  (including  the  publishing  or  distribution  ot 
statements)  in  any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate 
for  public  office. 

Section  2.    Upon  the  dissolution  of  the  Corporation,  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall,  after  paying  or  making  provision  for 
the  payment  of  all  of  the  liabilities  of  the  Corporation,  dispose 
of  all  of  the  assets  of  the  Corporation  exclusively  for  the 
purposes  of  those  organizations  organized  and  operated 
exclusively  for  charitable,  educational,  religious,  or  scientific 
purposes  as  shall  at  the  time  qualify  as  exempt  organizations 
under  Section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954  (or 
the  corresponding  provision  of  any  future  United  States  Internal 
Revenue  Law) ,  as  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  determine.   Any 
such  assets  not  so  disposed  of  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massachusetts  exclusively  for  such 
purposes  or  for  the  use  of  organizations  which  said  Court  shall 
determine  to  be  organized  and  operated  exclusively  for  such 
purposes. 


ARTICLE  IX 

INVESTMENTS 

Section  1.     The  Corporation  shall  have  the  right  to 
retain  all  or  any  part  of  any  securities  or  property  acquired  by 
it  in  whatever  manner,  and  to  invest  and  reinvest  any  funds  held 
by  it,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
without  being  restricted  to  the  class  of  investments  which  a 
trustee  is  or  may  hereafter  be  permitted  by  law  to  make  or  any 
similar  restriction,  provided,  however,  that  no  action  shall  be 
taken  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation  if  such  action  is  a 
prohibited  transaction  or  would  result  in  the  denial  of  the  tax 
exemption  under  Section  503  or  Section  507  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  or  the  corresponding  provisions  of  any  subsequent 
federal  income  tax  laws. 


ARTICLE  X 

EXEMPT  ACTIVITIES 

Section  1.      Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  these 
By-Laws,  no  member,  director,  officer,  employee,  or  represen- 
tative of  this  Corporation  shall  take  any  action  or  carry  on  any 
activity  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Corporation  not  permitted  to  be 
taken  or  carried  on  by  an  organization  exempt  under  Section 
501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  and  the  Regulations 
promulgated  thereunder,  or  by  an  organization  contributions  to 
which  are  deductible  under  Section  170(c)(2)  of  such  Code  and 
Regulations,  or  under  the  corresponding  provisions  of  any 
subsequent  federal  income  tax  laws  and  regulations. 
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ARTICLE  XI 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS

prohibited  financial  interest. 

WHEREAS,  because  of  the  time  constraints  imposed  under  the 
application  process  emd  difficulties  in  meeting  these  deadlines 
caused  by  such  factors  as  large  boards  and  unavailability  of 
officers  ajid  directors  of  the  board,  some  prospective  Sponsors 
have  been  unable  or  experienced  hardship  in  obtaining  all  of  the 
required  certifications  for  submission  with  the  applications  for 
fund  reservation. 

WHEREAS,  HUD  is  willing  to  defer  submission  of  the  required 
Sponsors  •*  Conflict  of  Interest  and  Disclosxire  Certifications 
until  the  sxibmission  of  the  conditional  commitment  applications 
by  those  Owners  for  which  fund  reservations  were  approved,  if 
such  certifications  are  provided  by  all  officers  and  directors  of 


the  Sponsor  duly  qualified  and  serving  in  these  capacities  from 
the  date  of  the  Sponsor's  fund  reservation  application  to  the 
date  on  which  the  certifications  are  submitted. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  in  order  to  induce  HUD  to  forego  requiring 
s;ibmission  of  the  Conflict  of  Interest  and  Disclosure 
Certifications  until  after  projects  have  been  selected  and  fund 
reservations  granted,  it  is  hereby  resolved  and  agreed  by  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Sponsor: 

1.  That  it  will  submit  an  Incumbency  Certificate,  in  a  form 
prescribed  by  HUD,  listing  all  officers  and  directors  of  the 
Sponsor  duly  qualified  and  sitting  as  of  the  date  of  submission 
of  its  application,  together  with  the  dates  of  commencement  of 
their  respective  terms  of  office  and  the  length  of  such  terms  of 
office.   Additionally,  it  will  provide  an   updated  Incumbency 
Certificate  showing  all  changes  in  incumbency  for  submission  with 
the  Owner's  Conditional  Commitment  Application,  initial  closing 
and  final  closing. 

2 .  That  no  officer  or  director  of  the  Sponsor  has  or  will 
be  permitted  to  have  any  prohibited  interest  which  would  prevent 
him  or  her  from  signing  the  required  Conflict  of  Interest  and 
Disclosure  Certification. 

3.  That  the  fund  reservation  will  be  subject  to

COMMUNITY  BASE  STATEMENT 

The  Bricklayers  &  Laborers  Charlestown  Non-Profit  Development 
Corporation  (3LCNPDC)  was  established  in  1990  as  an  affiliate  of 
the  Bricklayers  &  Laborers  Non-Profit  Housing  Company,  Inc. 
(BLNPHC)  for  the  specific  purpose  of  creating  the  proposed 
elderly  housing  development  in  Building  104  of  the  Charlestown 
Navy  Yard.   In  this  capacity  the  BLCNPDC  will  act  at  the  lead 
sponsor  of  the  project  with  BLNPHC  acting  as  the  Co-Sponsor. 

The  Bricklayers  &  Laborers  Non-Profit  Housing  Company,  Inc.  has 
successfully  developed  three  housing  condominium  complexes  for 
low  and  moderate  income  people  in  three  different  neighborhoods 
within  the  City  of  Boston  over  the  past  several  years.   In  each 
development  BLNPHC  made  significant  efforts  to  work  cooperatively 
with  the  local  communities  involved  and  to  attract  buyers  from 
racial  and  ethnic  minorities. 

Both  Co-Sponsors  are  equal  opportunity  employers  with  established 
policies  and  practices  to  hire  and  contract  for  services  without 
regard  race,  color,  sex,  age,  creed,  or  national  origin. 

In  the  course  of  constructing  the  above  noted  affordable  housing 
developments  BLNPHC  made  special  efforts  to  reach  out  to  minority 
laborers  contractors  to  perform  construction  work  as  follows: 

BLNPHC  has  worked  with  contractors  to  ensure  compliance  with 
the  Boston  Resident  Jobs  Policy,  which  calls  for  participation 
in  the  construction  work  force  of  50%  residents,  25% 
minorities  and  10%  women. 

BLNPHC  has  also  worked  with  the  Office  of  Contract  Compliance 
of  the  City  of  Boston  to  increase  the  number  of  construction 
contracts  being  given  to  minority  firms. 

Thomas  Mclntyre,  President  of  both  the  BLCNPDC  and  the  BLNPHC 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Boston  Employment  Commission  since 
its  inception.   This  Commission  oversees  compliance  with  the 
Boston  Jobs  Policy. 

In  marketing  the  affordable  condominium  units  it  has  developed  in 
Mission  Hill,  Charlestown  and  South  Boston,  BLNPHC  made  a  special 
effort  to  reach  out  to  minorities  to  ensure  that  they  were  made 
aware  of  and  encouraged  to  purchase  the  condominium  units  offered 
at  all  three  locations  as  follows: 

BLNPHC  has  worked  closely  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  the  City  of  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  to 
develop  aggressive  affirmative  marketing  plans  for  all  of  its 
projects . 


BLNPHC  has  advertised,  not  only  in  major  media  outlets,  but 
also  in  minority  owned  and/or  operated  media  including  the  Bay 
State  Banner,  El  Mundo,  Greater  Roxbury  News  and  Sing  Tao . 
Advertisements  were  translated  into  Spanish  and  Chinese  to 
facilitate  outreach. 

BLNPHC  made  concerted  efforts  to  reach  out  to  over  150 
community  agencies  representing  ethnic  and  racial  minorities 
throughout  the  City  of  Boston.   These  efforts,  which  included 
letters,  phone  calls,  luncheons,  meetings  and  bus  tours, 
sought  to  acquaint  minority  community  leaders  with  the 
developments  in  order  to  maximize  minority  participation 
in  the  buyer  selection  process. 

Workshops  were  held  in  minority  communities  to  brief  community 
residents  on  the  opportunities  to  participate  in  the  selection 
process  as  well  as  education  on  first  time  homebuyer  programs. 

Leaflets  were  distributed  at  the  BRA  neighborhood  offices  in 
minority  communities  to  encourage  eligible  individuals  to 
apply. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  three  projects  developed  thus 
far  showing  results  in  attracting  racial/ethnic  minorities: 

White  94 

Black  38 

Other  Minorities     89 

Total  221 

As  indicated  by  the  above  figures,  of  the  condo  units  built  and 
made  available  for  sale  by  BLNPHC  thus  far,  more  than  half  have 
been  sold  to,  or  are  occupied  by.  Blacks  or  persons  representing 
other  minority  groups.   Please  see  attachment  to  EXHIBIT  5. 

The  proposed  project  at  Building  104  of  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard 
has  the  support  of  neighborhood  residents  and  groups,  public 
officials  and  agencies  as  evidenced  by  the  following  letters, 
news  articles  and  other  supporting  documents.

SUMMARY  OF  BLNPHC  DEVELOPMENTS

BACK  OF  THE  HILL  TOWNHOUSES,  MISSION  HILL,  MA 

The  Back  of  the  Hill  Townhouses  in  the  Mission  Hill  section  of 
Boston  was  developed  by  the  BLNPHC  at  a  cost  of  $22.5  million. 
It  is  new  construction  consisting  of  165  units  of  mixed  income 
condominiums  on  an  11.5  acre  site.   Buyers  of  the  units  have 
reflected  the  diverse  income  as  well  as  racial  and  ethnic 
population  mix  of  the  Mission  Hill  neighborhood  as  follows: 

Low  Income  Units  (Boston  Housing  Authority)   16  Units 

To  date  all  units  sold  to  the  BHA  have  been  made  available 
to  minority  tenants  . 

Low  Income  (80%  of  Median  Income)   33  Units 

Of  these  units  73%  were  sold  to  buyers  from  a  mix  of  minority 
groups  including  Blacks,  Hispanics  and  Asians. 

Moderate  Income  (115%  of  Median  Income)   58  Units 

Of  these  units  71%  were  sold  to  buyers  from  a  mix  of  minority 
groups  including  Blacks,  Hispanics  and  Asians.

The  Andrew  Square  Rowhouses  in  South  Boston  was  designed, 
developed  and  marketed  by  the  Bricklayers  &  Laborers  Non- 
profit Housing  Co.   This  18  unit  affordable  housing  condominium 
complex  was  developed  for  first  time  homebuyers  at  a  total 
development  cost  of  $1.4  million.   Buyers  were  from  the  moderate 
income  (115%  of  Median  Income)  segment  of  the  population, 
seventeen  percent  of  whom  were  minority. 

Charlestown  Navy  Yard  Rowhouses,  Charlestown,  MA 

The  Charlestown  Navy  Yard  Rowhouses  was  the  second  housing 
complex  developed  by  BLNPHC.   Located  within  the  historic 
Charlestown  Navy  Yard  the  development  consists  of  50  affordable 
family  housing  units  and  was  built  at  a  total  development  cost  of 
$5.5  million.   Of  the  units  developed,  16  were  made  available  to 
low  income  buyers  (80%  of  Median  Income).   The  remaining  units 
were  sold  to  buyers  of  moderate  income  (115%  of  Median  Income). 
Twelve  percent  of  the  buyers  were  minority.

The  City  of  Boston  Commission  on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly  strongly  supports 
the  Bricklayers  and  Laborers  Non-Profit  plans  to  construct  46  units  of  elderly 
housing  in  Building  104  of  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard.

Two  housing  developments  in  Boston  are  creat- 
ing new  communities  by  offering  innovative  ways 
for  people  of  modest  means  to  own  their  homes. 
Their  success  shows  that  even  in  times  of  reces- 
sion, high-quality  affordable  housing  will  find  a 
market. 

In  Mission  Hill,  the  Back  of  the  Hill  develop- 
ment is  nearly  sold  out  after  two  years  of  intensive 
marketing.  The  165  row  houses,  built  by  the  Brick- 
layers and  Laborers  Nonprofit  Housing  Corp., 
were  designed  by  architect  William  Rawn  to  take 
advantage  of  steep  contours  and  splendid  views. 

But  good  architecture  by  itself  could  not  sell 
these  homes  today.  An  innovative  purchase  ar- 
rangement allows  prospective  buyers  to  rent  a  row- 
house  for  a  while  and  use  the  rental  money,  held  in 
escrow,  as  a  down  pa\Tnent.  One-bedroom  homes 
start  at  $99,000. 

A  few  miles  across  towm,  in  Dorchester,  the 
Brown-Kaplan  development  offers  another  ap- 
proach to  affordable  housing. 

The  ChisholnvWashington  architectural  finn 


has  created  a  more  conventional  development  that, 
lacking  the  views  of  Back  of  the  Hill,  focuses  in- 
ward to  create  a  new  neighborhood.  This  sense  of 
unity  is  reinforced  by  a  cooperative  ownership  ar- 
rangement under  which  residents  buy  shares  in 
the  whole  development. 

A  down  pa>Tnent  can  be  as  low  as  S2,000  for  a 
two-bedroom  home.  Since  marketing  began  in 
March,  45  of  the  60  homes  have  been  sold. 

One  advantage  of  Brown-Kaplan's  location  is 
its  ne.xt-door  neighbor,  the  Lena  Park  community 
center,  which  is  also  a  partner  in  the  development. 
Lena  Park  will  provide  day  care,  programs  foi- 
older  youths  and  college-placement  senices  -  im- 
portant considerations  for  families  with  children. 

Both  developments  owe  much  to  city  and  state 
affordable-housing  programs,  and  with  the  drastic 
reductions  in  state  housing  aid.  they  probably 
could  not  be  built  today.  They  stand  as'sj-mbols  oV 
a  time  when  government  united  with  nonprofit 
groups  to  build  attractive,  affordable  housing  for 
people  of  limited  means.

Architecture 
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Top  prizes  to  low-budget  work

Architects  in  Boston  are  better 
at  designing  aifordable  housing  than 
rich  folks'  housing. 

At  least,  that's  the  conclusion  of 
this  year's  jurors  for  the  Boston  So- 
ciety of  Architects  annual  awards  for 
Housing  Design. 

The  jury,  chaired  by  Watertown 
architect  Martha  Lampkin,  gave  out 
only  three  prizes,  all  to  low-budget 
work.  Puzzling  over  the  outcome,  the 
judges  write  that  maybe  some  of  the 
architects  got  too  cute  when  budgets 
were  ample: 


"While  the  New  England  context 
offers  so  much  to  designers,  those 
designs  that  attempted  to  reflect  this 
context,  especially  in  suburban 
areas,  often  resorted  to  mimicry  and 
excessive  use  of  turrets,  round  win- 
dows and  lattice  work." 

Puzzling  further,  the  jury  goes 
on  to  some  provocative  questions: 

"Why  is  luxury  housing  so  poorly 
designed'.'  Are  designers  of  afforda- 
ble housing  forced  to  be  more  inven- 
tive by  constrained  budgets?  Are 
marketing  consultants  leading  de- 
signers and  their  clients  toward  inco- 
porating  too  many  selling  devices  in 
their  projects?"

Fifty  af- 
fordable apartments  on  the  water 
developed  by  Thomas  Mclntyre, 
head  of  the  Bricklayers  Union  and 
father  of  a  New  Kid  on  the  Block. 
Singled  out  for  praise  is  the  turret: 
"The  cylindrical  tower  located  near 
the  water's  edge  gives  the  project  a 
special  distinction  from  both  a  land 
or  water  view." 

Besides  the  two  top  awards,  the 

jury  handed  out  one  honorable  men- 
tion, to  39-11  Westmore  Street  in 
Mattapati.

-  by  Papesch  Associates  of  Boston. 
The  jury  called  the  new  triple-deck- 
ers "prototypes  for  infill  construc- 
tion throughout  Boston"  and  "a  very- 
admirable  and  affordable  solution  to 
a  difficult  city-wide  problem."  Well, 
they  always  were  that.

Two  housing  developments  in  Bostx)n  are  creat- 
ing new  communities  by  offering  innovative  ways 
for  people  of  modest  means  to  own  their  homes. 
Their  success  shows  that  even  in  times  of  reces- 
sion, high-quality  affordable  housing  will  fmd  a 
market. 

In  Mission  Hill,  the  Back  of  the  Hill  develop- 
ment is  nearly  sold  out  after  two  years  of  intensive 
marketing.  The  165  row  houses,  built  by  the  Brick- 
layers and  Laborers  Nonprofit  Housing  Corp., 
were  designed  by  architect  William  Rawm  to  take 
advantage  of  steep  contours  and  splendid  \iews. 

But  good  architecture  by  itself  could  not  sell 
these  homes  today.  An  innovative  purchase  ar- 
rangement allows  prospective  buyers  to  rent  a  row 
house  for  a  while  and  use  the  rental  money,  held  in 
escrow,  as  a  dowm  pajTnent.  One-bedroom  homes 
start  at  $99,000. 

A  few  miles  across  town,  in  Dorchester,  the 
Brown-Kaplan  development  offers  another  ap- 
proach to  affordable  housing. 

The  Chisholm/Washington  architectural  firm 


has  created  a  more  conventional  development  that, 
lacking  the  views  of  Back  of  the  Hill,  focuses  in- 
ward to  create  a  new  neighborhood.  This  sense  of 
unity  is  reinforced  by  a  cooperative  ownership  ar- 
rangement under  which  residents  buy  shares  in 
the  whole  development. 

A  down  payment  can  be  as  low  as  S2,000  for  a 
two-bedroom  home.  Since  marketing  began  in 
March,  45  of  the  60  homes  have  been  sold. 

One  advantage  of  Brown-Kaplan's  location  is 
its  next-door  neighbor,  the  Lena  Park  community 
center,  which  is  also  a  partner  in  the  development. 
Lena  Park  will  provide  day  care,  programs  for 
older  youths  and  college-placement  services  -  im- 
portant considerations  for  families  with  children. 

Both  developments  owe  much  to  city  and  state 
affordable-housing  programs,  and  with  the  drastic 
reductions  in  state  housing  aid,  they  probably 
could  not  be  buUt  today.  They  stand  as  sj-mbols  of 
a  time  when  government  united  with  nonprofit 
groups  to  build  attractive,  affordable  housing  for 
people  of  limited  means.

Top  prizes  to  low-budget  work

Architects  in  Boston  are  better 
at  designing  affordable  housing  than 
rich  folks'  housing. 

At  least,  that's  the  conclusion  of 
this  year's  jurors  for  the  Boston  So- 
ciety of  Architects  annual  awards  for 
Housing  Design. 

The  jury,  chaired  by  Watertown 
architect  Martha  Lampkin,  gave  out 
only  three  prizes,  all  to  low-budget 
work.  Puzzling  over  the  outcome,  the 
judges  write  that  maybe  some  of  the 
architects  got  too  cute  when  budgets 
were  ample: 


"While  the  New  England  context 
offers  so  much  to  designers,  those 
designs  that  attempted  to  reflect  this 
context,  especially  in  suburban 
areas,  often  resorted  to  mimicry  and 
excessive  use  of  turrets,  round  win- 
dows and  lattice  work." 

Puzzling  further,  the  jury  goes 
on  to  some  provocative  questions: 

"Why  is  luxury  housing  so  poorly 
desigiied'.'  Are  designers  of  afforda- 
ble housing  forced  to  be  more  inven- 
tive by  constrained  budgets?  Are 
marketing  consultants  leading  de- 
signers and  their  clients  toward  inco- 
porating  too  many  selling  devices  in 
their  projects?"

The  jurors'  top  awards  went,  cur- 
iously enough,  to  two  buildings  that 
both  have  turrets.  They  are: 

■Tent  City,  Boston,  by  Goody, 
Clancy  &  Associates  of  Boston.  A 
mixed-income  development  of  269 
apartments  in  the  South  End  next 
door  to  Copley  Place,  the  result  of  20 
years  of  effort  by  the  neighborhood 
that  began  with  a  symbolic  encamp- 
ment of  tents  on  the  site.  Said  the 
jury:  "The  project  fits  very  comfort- 
ably and  successfully  within  the 
neighborhood  and  yet  is  still  notice- 
able as  new  and  fresh  among  its 
neighbors.  The  overall  impression  is 
of  richness,  warmth  and  variety." 

■  Charles  town  Navy  Yard  Row- 
houses,  Charlestown,  by  William 
Rawn  Associates  of  Bos'on.  Fifty  af- 
fordable apartments  on  the  water 
developed  by  Thomas  Mclntyre, 
head  of  the  Bricklayers  Union  and 
father  of  a  New  Kid  on  the  Block. 
Singled  out  for  praise  is  the  turret: 
"The  cylindrical  tower  located  near 
the  water's  edge  gives  the  project  a 
special  distinction  from  both  a  land 
or  water  view." 

Besides  the  two  top  awards,  the 
jury  handed  out  one  honorable  men- 
tion, to  39-11  Westmore  Street  in 
Mattapan.  This  is  a  pair  of  triple- 
deckers  -  that's  right,  triple-deckers 
-  by  Papesch  Associates  of  Boston. 
The  jury  called  the  new  triple-deck- 
ers "prototypes  for  infill  construc- 
tion throughout  Boston"  and  "a  very 
admirable  and  affordable  solution  to 
a  difficult  city-wide  problem."  Well, 
they  always  were  that.

Ion,  a  piece  of  affordable  hous- 
ing of  a  quality  that  seems 
almost  magical  in  this  day  of 
stuntetl  public  expenditures. 

The  team  has  two  members. 
William  Rawn.  AIA.  is  a  highly 
intellectual  architect  who  also 
hoUls  a  law  degree  and  once, 
before  switching  careers,  served 
as  vice  chancellor  of  a  university. 
Thomas  Mclntyre  is  a  Bricklay- 
ers Union  leader,  with  a  one-of- 
Ihe-guys-at-the-tavern  kind  of 
personality. 

Rawn  achieved  an  Andy 
Warholish  two  weeks  of  fame  a 
few  years  back  with  his  very  firrst 
building,  a  rural  Massachusetts 

residence  that  became  the  subject  of  author  Tracy  Kidder's  best- 
.seller  House.  Charlestown  is  the  third  affordable  project  he's 
done  with  Mclntyre.  and  it's  the  best  to  date. 

The  first  virtue  of  this  remarkable  project  is  its  site.  For  once, 
low-income  and  moderate-income  people  have  not  been  given 
the  most  undesirable  possible  location.  The  waterfront  of  Bos- 
ton Harbi>r— polluted  though  it  notoriously  be— is  precious  land. 
Much  of  it  is  lined  with  condos  and  hotels  of  a  costliness  that 
would  have  seemed  fantastic  only  a  few  years  ago.  Charlestown 
Navy  Yard  Rowhouses,  as  the  Rawn-Mclntyre  development  is 
called,  occupies  just  such  a  site.  Yet  a  two-bedroom  dwelling 
here  is  priced  between  $78,000  and  $98,000  (there  are  50  units, 
most  of  them  one-bedrooms).  Just  down  the  water  at  Rowes 
Wharf,  a  two-bedroom  can  run  three  quarters  of  a  million. 

Since  President  Richard  M.  Nixon's  freeze  of  federal  housing 
programs  way  back  in  1973,  it  is  doubtful  whether  anyone  else 
in  the  country  has  built  both  this  well  and  this  affordable. 

Charlestown  is  a  Boston  neighborhood  just  across  the  mouth 
of  the  Charles  River  from  downtown.  It's  pretty  much  a  blue- 
collar  place,  but  in  recent  years  there's  been  a  lot  of  gentrification 
in  the  old  brick  houses  around  Bunker  Hill.  The  Navy  Yard 
stretches  along  much  of  the  Charlestown  waterfront.  Most  Ameri- 
cans know  the  Navy  Yard  because  it  houses  the  frigate  [J.S.S. 
Cnnslilulion.  Few  visitors  to  that  landmark,  probably,  sense  how 
close  they  are  to  downtown  Boston.  In  20  minutes  or  so.  you 
can  walk  from  the  Navy  Yard  across  a  bridge  to  an  office  in  the 
central  business  district.  There's  also  a  water  shuttle  now  that 
makes  the  crossing  regularly. 

For  a  century  and  a  half  the  Navy  Yard  was  a  major  federal 
ship-building  and  repair  facility.  When  it  closed  in  the  197()s. 
Ihe  City  of  Boston,  with  consulting  help  from  architects 
Anderson-Notter  (now  Notter-Finegold-Alexander)  and  others, 
created  a  master  plan  that  is  gradually  transforming  the  gritty, 
seedy  old  Navy  Yard  into  one  of  the  most  interesting  residen-

tial  neighborhoods  in  town.  The 
[Cowhouses  building  is  the  neigh- 
borhood's first  major  affordable 
chunk. 

The  site  planning  of  the  Row- 
houses  looks  simple  enough,  but 
in  fact  it's  extraordinarily  sensi- 
tive. It's  a  successful  attempt  to 
reinforce  and  reconcile  two  dif- 
ferent site  conditions,  both  of 
which  arc  generic  to  New 
England.  You  might  call  these 
two  generic  urban  ideograms 
Front  Street  and  Finger  Piers. 
As  to  Front  Street:  the  Navy 
Yard,  as  you'd  expect  of  a  mili- 
tary ghetto,  is  a  grid  in  plan.  Its 
Main  Street  is  called  First  Ave- 
nue. First  Avenue  runs  parallel 
to  the  water's  edge,  one  block 
hack  from  it.  Most  New  England 
waterfront  towns  have  such  a 
street,  which  always  seems  to  be  called  Front  Street  (or  Water 
Street  or  Commercial  Street),  and.  like  First  Avenue,  is  built 
up  on  both  sides,  with  the  backs  of  buildings,  plus  a  miscellany 
of  sheds  and  docks,  facing  Ihe  water.  As  to  Finger  Piers:  Bos- 
ton Harbor,  like  many  harbors,  is  edged  by  a  serration  of  piers 
thai  are  known  locally  as  the  Finger  Piers  because  they  reach 
into  the  water  like  a  row  of  fingers.  They  always  have  buildings 
on  them  and  the  buildings  are  always  long  and  thin  like  the  piers. 
What  Bill  Rawn  has  done  with  his  Rowhouses  is  to  maximize 
the  strength  with  which  they  conform  to  both  Ihe  Front  Street 
and  Finger  Piers  types.  His  building  is  massive,  frontal,  flat,  and 
overscaled  where  it  addresses  First  Avenue,  emphasizing  the  sig- 
nificance of  this  street  and  helping  to  shape  it  as  a  spatial  cor- 
ridor. An  arcade  at  the  building's  base  denotes,  so  to  speak,  the 
presence  of  an  important  pedestrian  sidewalk.  A  bold  gable  sig- 
nals importance  and  repeats  the  gable  motif  of  older  buildings 
down  the  street.  Here  the  Rowhouses  building  is  tall  and  — as 
with  the  terraces  of  John  Nash  in  London  — looks  as  much  like 
an  important  institution  as  like  a  collection  of  private  dwellings. 

But  as  the  Rowhouses  move  out  toward  the  water,  they  re- 
conform  into  a  long  linear  element  poking  toward  the  sea  in 
the  finger-pier  manner.  This  element  is  also  lower,  meeting  the 
scale  of  the  side  street—  l.^th  Street  — onto  which  it  faces.  Instead 
of  big  institutional  gables  and  arches,  we  see  modest  stoops  in 
front  and  porches  behind.  At  the  water's  edge,  there's  a  small 
bow  to  yet  a  third  waterfront  icon.  A  round,  copper-lopped  tower 
reminds  us  of  the  architectural  exclamation  points  we  so  often 
see  marking  the  line  where  ocean  meets  land  — the  lighthouse 
or  flagpole,  the  grain  elevator  or  gas  tank.  Each  pari  of  the 
Rowhouses  is  thus  different,  responding  to  a  different  site 
condition  — yet  all  the  parts  visibly  belong  to  one  building,  thanks 
lo  common  materials  and  window  treatments,  and  to  a  contin- 
uous band  of  checkerboard  brick  at  second-story  level. 

The  Rowhouses  fit  the  Navy  Yard  in  another  way.  The  build- 
ing is  designed  to  recall  the  big,  simple  shapes  and  generous 
solidity  of  the  old  Navy  industrial  buildings,  most  of  which  are 
being  saved  for  new  uses.  Many  of  these  are  significant  works 
of  architecture  that  display  powerful  granite  and  brick  detailing.

The  Rowhouses  huikiing  has  a  hint  of  their  grandeur,  but  it  also 
has  a  dehcacy  of  scale  and  ornament  that  makes  it  feel  com- 
fortable as  a  place  to  live.  The  building  doesnt  look  like  a 
converted  factory  or  wharf. 

Not  suprisingiy,  the  development  sponsored  by  a  brick- 
layers' union  is  faced  with  brick.  There's  a  charming  element 
of  play  and  self-adverli.sement  in  the  stripes  and  checkerboard 
patterns,  as  if  the  brickies,  working  on  their  own  building,  had 
been  taking  a  busman's  holitlay  Brick  is  used  properly  here.  There 
is  a  rain-shedding  course  of  builnoses  at  the  building's  base,  for 
example,  and  the  arches  along  First  Avenue  are  genuine,  con- 
structed masonry  arches,  not  brick  veneer  glued  over  a  frame. 

In  even  the  best  affordable  housing,  a  successful  exterior 
appearance  often  proves  to  have  been  paid  for  by  skimping  on 
the  interiors.  There  never  seems  to  be  enough  money  to  do  both. 
That  is  both  true  and  not  true  at  the  Charlesiown  Rowhouses. 
Materials  like  carpeting  are  of  decent  quality.  But  the  rooms 
are  sized,  for  the  most  part,  to  the  legal  minimum.  Rawn  has 
compensated  by  laying  out  his  floor  plans  with  great  openness, 
so  that  rooms  can  borrow  space  from  one  another.  Most  units 
are  floor-throughs.  with  daylight  at  both  ends.  Many  are  also 
duplexes.  Most  open  onto  a  private  outdoor  space.  There's  been 
thought,  too,  about  the  life  styles  of  the  people  who  will 
be  inhabiting  the  project.  In  most  units,  for  instance,  there's  a 
distinction  between  a  relatively  formal  front  parlor  and  a  more 
relaxed  kitchen-dining  area  that  doubles  as  a  family  room. 

Cost-cutting  shows  again  in  the  kitchens,  where  counter  space 
and  food  storage  are  simply  inadequate.  This  isn't  incompetence, 
but  a  deliberate  decision.  Developer  Tom  Mclntyre  points  out 
that  kitchen  counters  and  cabinets  and  closets  are  things  the 
homeowners  can  add,  over  time,  by  themselves.  He  notes  that 
many  owners  are  in  .some  line  of  work  that  is  related  to  the  build- 
ing trailes,  or  know  someone  who  is.  The  same  kind  of  think- 
ing lies  behind  the  otherwise  suprising  choice  of  electric 
heating.  The  great  goal,  Mclntyre  insists,  was  low  first  cost. 

The  assumption  behind  Charlestown  Rowhouses  is  that  if  peo- 
ple can  only  once  acquire  a  dwelling  they  can  upgrade  it  later. 
What  they  can't  hope  to  upgrade  is  the  exterior,  and  Mclntyre 
and  Rawn  have  made  sure  the  exterior  is  right  from  the  start. 

Charlestown  Rowhouses  is  only  the  first  stage  in  a  larger  devel- 
opment that  will,  it  is  hoped,  continue  out  along  First  Avenue, 
although  such  a  project  is  not  at  this  writing  in  the  works.  Fol- 
lowing earlier  succes,ses  at  Andrew  Square  and  Back-of-the-Hill, 
in  other  parts  in  Boston,  it  establishes  Rawn  and  Mclntyre  as 
the  resident  miracle-workers  of  Boston  affordable  housing. 

How  was  the  miracle  accomplished?  It's  actually  fairly  sim- 
ple. The  developer  is  called  the  Bricklayers  and  Laborers  Non- 
profit Housing  Company.  The  Bricklayers  Union  president. 
Mclntyre.  heads  the  company.  A  key  factor  is  that  his  projects 
have  the  strong  support  of  the  Mayor  of  Boston.  Raymontl  Flynn. 
What  Mclntyre  does,  essentially,  is  borrow  money  at  a  fa\orable 
interest  rale  fmni  the  bank  where  his  union  keeps  its  pension 
funds.  He's  not  allowed  to  borrow  against  the  pension  fund,  but 
the  fact  that  the  union  is  a  preferred  cuslomer  of  the  bank  low- 
ers ihe  interest  rate.  Then,  using  a  lifetime  of  expertise  in  the 
building  industry,  he  keeps  construction  costs  under  rigid  control. 

In  the  case  of  Charlestown,  the  land  came  at  a  price  of  onl\ 
SI  from  the  City  of  Boston.  The  Boston  Redevelopinent  Author- 
ity, under  Stephen  J.  Coyle,  kicked  in  two  further  subsidies:  one 
for  the  copper  roofs  of  the  round  tower,  and  another  for  the 
piles  on  which  the  building  stands.  In  the  case  of  the  earlier 
Back-of-the-Hill  project,  the  land  cost  $2  million,  a  price  that 
was  met  through  public  and  private  funding  sources.  Generally, 
though,  what's  surprising  about  Mclntyre's  work  is  not  how  much 
hut  how  little  public  investment  is  involved.  So  far.  for  example. 
Boston's  linkfge  fee  program,  in  which  new  downtown  develop- 
ments are  required  to  provide  money  for  housing  in  the  neigh- 
borhoods, has  been  involved  to  only  a  very  minor  extent  in  the 
Bricklayers  Union  projects.

Although  Bricklayers  &  Laborers  Charlestown  Development  Corp. 
(BLCNPDC)  is  a  recently  organized  non-profit  corporation  and  as 
such  has  yet  to  establish  a  track  record  with  regard  to  service 
to  minorities  and  contracting  with  minority  owned  businesses,  its 
Co-Sponsor  for  this  project,  Bricklayers  &  Laborers  Non-Profit 
Housing  Co,  Inc.  (BLNPHC)  has  an  excellent  record  in  these  areas. 

Both  Co-Sponsors  are  equal  opportunity  employers  with  established 
policies  and  practices  to  hire  and  contract  for  services  without 
regard  race,  color,  sex,  age,  creed,  or  national  origin. 

In  the  course  of  constructing  the  above  noted  affordable  housing 
developments  BLNPHC  made  special  efforts  to  reach  out  to  minority 
laborers  contractors  to  perform  construction  work  as  follows: 

BLNPHC  has  worked  with  contractors  to  ensure  compliance  with 
the  Boston  Resident  Jobs  Policy,  which  calls  for  participation 
in  the  construction  work  force  of  50%  residents,  25% 
minorities  and  10%  women. 

BLNPHC  has  also  worked  with  the  Office  of  Contract  Compliance 
of  the  City  of  Boston  to  increase  the  number  of  construction 
contracts  being  given  to  minority  firms. 

Thomas  Mclntyre,  President  of  both  the  BLCNPDC  and  the  BLNPHC 
has  been  a  member  of  the  Boston  Employment  Commission  since 
its  inception.   This  Commission  oversees  compliance  with  the 
Boston  Jobs  Policy. 

In  marketing  the  affordable  condominium  units  it  has  developed  in 
Mission  Hill,  Charlestown  and  South  Boston,  BLNPHC  made  a  special 
effort  to  reach  out  to  minorities  to  ensure  that  they  were  made 
aware  of  and  encouraged  to  purchase  the  condominium  units  offered 
at  all  three  locations  as  follows: 

BLNPHC  has  worked  closely  with  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  the  City  of  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  to 
develop  aggressive  affirmative  marketing  plans  for  all  of  its 
projects . 

BLNPHC  has  included  advertised,  not  only  in  major  media^ 
outlets,  but  also  in  minority  owned  and/or  operated  media 
including  the  Bay  State  Banner,  El  Mundo,  Greater  Roxbury  News 
and  Sing  Tao.   Advertisements  were  translated  into  Spanish  and 
Chinese  to  facilitate  outreach. 


BLNPHC  made  concerted  efforts  to  reach  out  to  over  150 
community  agencies  representing  ethnic  and  racial  minorities 
throughout  the  City  of  Boston.   These  efforts,  which  included 
letters,  phone  calls,  luncheons,  meetings  and  bus  tours, 
sought  to  acquaint  minority  community  leaders  with  the 
developments  in  order  to  maximize  minority  participation 
in  the  buyer  selection  process. 

Workshops  were  held  in  minority  communities  to  brief  community 
residents  on  the  opportunities  to  participate  in  the  selection 
process  as  well  as  education  on  first  time  homebuyer  programs. 

Leaflets  were  distributed  at  the  BRA  neighborhood  offices  in 
minority  communities  to  encourage  eligible  individuals  to 
apply. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  three  projects  developed  thus 
far  showing  results  in  attracting  racial/ethnic  minorities: 

White  94 

Black  38 

Other  Minorities     89 

Total  221 

As  indicated  by  the  above  figures,  of  the  condo  units  built  and 
made  available  for  sale  by  BLNPHC  thus  far,  more  than  half  have 
been  sold  to,  or  are  occupied  by.  Blacks  or  persons  representing 
other  minority  groups.

The  Bricklayers  &  Laborers  Charlestown  Non-Profit  Development 
Corporation  (BLCNPDC)  was  incorporated  in  June,  1990.   Like  its 
Co-Sponsor  for  this  project,  the  Bricklayers  &  Laborers  Non- 
Profit  Housing  Co,  Inc.  (BLNPHC),  the  Board  of  the  BLCNPDC  is 
comprised  primarily  of  members  of  the  Bricklayers  and  Laborers 
Union. 

The  BLCNPDC  was  formed  to  develop  affordable  housing  for  low  and 
moderate  income  people.   The  first  project  of  this  corporation 
will  be  the  rehabilitation  and  conversion  of  Building  #104  of  the 
Charlestown  Navy  Yard  into  46  units  of  low  income  housing  for  the 
elderly. 

On  July  12,  1990,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  voted  final 
designation  of  the  site  containing  Building  #104  in  the 
Charlestown  Navy  Yard  to  the  Bricklayers  &  Laborers  Charlestown 
Non-Profit  Development  Corp.

FINANCIAL  HISTORY 

Bricklayers  &  Laborers 
Non-Prof it  Housing  Company,  Inc.  (BLNPHC) 

The  Bricklayers  &  Laborers  Non-Profit  Housing  Co.,  Inc.  (BLNPHC) 
was  formed  in  1985,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  affordable 
housing.   All  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  Allied 
Craftsmen  or  the  International  Union  of  Laborers. 

After  incorporation  on  July  1,  1985,  BLNPHC  began  the 
construction  of  their  first  development  of  18  units  in  South 
Boston,  MA.   The  Bricklayers  and  Laborers  Union  contributed 
$120,000  to  cover  initial  start  up  costs  and  to  keep  the  purchase 
price  of  the  initial  development  as  low  as  possible.   The  total 
development  cost  for  the  Andrew  Square  Rowhouses  was  $1,378,200. 
The  condominiums,  appraised  at  the  time  for  $130,000,  were  sold 
for  $69,000. 

In  1987,  BLNPHC  began  construction  on  two  subsequent 
developments.   One  in  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard  and  one  in 
Mission  Hill.   These  two  developments  provided  a  total  of  215 
units  of  affordable  homeownership.   The  total  development  cost 
for  the  two  projects  was  approximately  $28,000,000. 

To  date,  all  financial  obligations  relating  to  the  construction 
of  these  two  developments  have  been  met.   The  Charlestown  Navy 
Yard  Rowhouses  have  been  sold  out  since  early  1990,  and  all  loans 
for  that  property  have  been  paid  through  a  combination  of  unit 
sales  proceeds  and  grants. 

The  Back  of  the  Hill  Townhouses  are  95%  sold.   The  condominium 
has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  unit  trustees  with  a 
comfortable  reserve  replacement  fund  in  place.   All  bank  loans 
have  been  repaid  on  this  development  through  a  combination  of 
unit  sales  proceeds  and  grants.   Proceeds  from  the  final  sales 
will  retire  the  remaining  debt  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

In  summary,  BLNPHC  has  grown  steadily  in  its  capacity  to  plan  and 
execute  the  construction  of  affordable  housing.   It  has 
demonstrated  the  ability  to  weather  adverse  market  conditions 
while  still  meeting  all  of  its  financial  demands.

NEED  AND  SUSTAINABLE  DEMAND  FOR  SUPPORTIVE  HOUSING 


According  to  a  household  survey  conducted  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  in  1985,  over  2,508  people  or  19%  of  the 
population  in  Charlestown  was  over  55  years  of  age.   This 
percentage  is  greater  than  the  City  of  Boston  average  of  18%. 
During  the  same  period  1,584  people,  or  12%,  were  over  65  years 
of  age. 

Over  last  10  years  only  241  units  of  elderly  housing  were  created 
in  Charlestown.   Of  this  total,  only  121  elderly  units  were 
created  within  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard.   None  of  these 
developments  adequately  address  the  needs  of  low  income  elderly 
individuals  in  need  of  supportive  services. 

During  the  period  from  1975-1985  the  population  of  Charlestown 
increased  by  8.9%  from  13,364  to  14,548  and  has  continued  to 
increase  since. 

A  high  percentage  of  these  elderly  individuals  have  fixed  low 
incom>e  and  are  increasingly  in  need  of  supportive  services  to 
enable  them  to  continue  to  live  independently.   Many  are 
currently  in  housing  that  is  not  appropriate  to  their 
particular  needs  and  accordingly  is  a  factor  contributing 
to  the  decline  in  their  abilities  to  function. 

The  following  are  some  data  regarding  the  current  and  future 
availability  of  housing  for  low  income  elderly  in  Charlestown  in 
need  of  supportive  housing: 

According  to  the  City  of  Boston  Elderly  Commission 
there  are  currently  165  income  eligible  adults  who  are 
waiting  for  appropriate  elderly  housing  in  Charlestown. 

The  Boston  Housing  Authority's  General  Warren  Apartments 
has  81  people  waiting  on  a  list  for  a  development  that 
has  only  96  units. 

The  Mary  Colbert  Apartments  has  42  individuals  on  a  waiting 
list  while  the  development  only  averages  1  to  2  vacancies  per 
year. 

At  the  current  rate  at  which  vacancies  occur,  it  will  take  20 
years  or  longer  to  accommodate  all  of  the  people  on  these  waiting 
lists . 

These  figures  indicate  a  substantial  unmet  need  for  elderly 
housing  in  this  centrally  located  neighborhood,  which  is  close  to 
Downtown  and  Boston  Waterfront  amenities . 


This  proposal  to  create  46  new  units  of  elderly  housing  on  a 
waterfront  site  within  the  Navy  Yard  offers  a  unique  opportunity 
to  make  a  highly  desirable  area  affordable  and  available  to  low 
income  elderly  people,  who  are  otherwise  priced  out  of  the  areas 
with  such  strong  market  demand,  such  as  the  Navy  Yard. 

Letters  follow  from  agencies  and  individuals,  which  provide 
further  evidence  of  the  need  for  the  housing  being  proposed  at 
the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard.

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EXHIBIT  18 
DESCRIPTION  OF  PROPOSED  HOUSING 

Building  #104,  an  historic  structure  within  the  Charlestown  Navy 
Yard,  was  formerly  used  as  a  Ship  Repair  Shop  when  the  Navy  Yard 
was  in  operation.   Plans  to  rehabilitate  and  convert  the 
structure  into  elderly  housing  will  conform  to  Federal  and  State 
historic  rehabilitation  requirements. 

In  constructing  the  housing  every  effort  will  be  made  to  use  the 
most  economical  and  straightforward  constructing  techniques 
including  the  most  economical  materials,  equipment  and  hardware 
within  acceptable  quality  limits  consistent  with  historic  rehab 
guidelines . 

The  housing  facility,  when  complete  will  be  an  elevator  structure 
consisting  of  four  levels  and  containing  46  one  bedroom  units 
designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  elderly  individuals  and  couples. 

Each  unit  will  contain  a  living/dining  room,  kitchen,  one  bath 
and  one  bedroom.

The  proposed  apartment  complex  will  comply  with  accessibility 
standards  described  in  Exhibit  21.   In  keeping  with  Section  504 
of  the  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973,  five  percent  of  the  units  will 
be  developed  as  accessible  for  persons  with  physical  disabilities 
and  an  additional  two  percent  will  be  made  available  for  persons 
with  sensory  impairments.   All  entrances,  common  areas,  and  the 
housing  manager's  office  will  be  designed  for  usage  by  persons 
with  physical  disabilities. 

Every  effort  will  be  made  to  design  the  project  within  the 
current  HUD  design  cost  standards.   Should  the  structure  require 
any  special  amenities  or  features  that  would  not  be  approvable  by 
HUD,  the  Sponsor  will  secure  funds  from  other  sources  to  pay  any 
incremental  cost  above  the  development  cost  limit  applicable  to 
the  project.

a.   Description  of  Categories  of  Elderly  Persons  to  Be  Served 

Building  #104  at  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard  will  be  a  46  unit 
apartment  facility.   The  units  will  be  one  bedroom  units 
suitable  for  single  individuals  or  couples.   The  building 
will  house  between  46  and  92  residents. 

1 .  Need  for  Supportive  Housing 

According  to  a  household  survey  conducted  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  in  1985,  over  2,508  people  or  19% 
of  the  population  in  Charlestown  was  over  55  years  of 
age.   This  percentage  is  greater  than  the  City  of  Boston 
average  of  18%.   During  the  same  period  1,584  people  in 
Charlestown  (12%),  were  over  65  years  of  age. 

Over  the  last  10  years  only  241  new  units  of  elderly 
housing  were  created  in  Charlestown.   Of  this  total,  only 
121  elderly  units  were  created  within  the  Charlestown 
Navy  Yard.   None  of  these  developments  adeguately  address 
the  needs  of  low  income  elderly  individuals  in  need  of 
supportive  services. 

During  the  period  from  1975-1985,  the  population  of 
Charlestown  increased  by  8.9%  from  13,364  to  14,548  and 
has  continued  to  increase  since.   A  high  percentage  of 
these  elderly  individuals  have  fixed  low  income  and  are 
increasingly  in  need  of  supportive  services  to  enable 
them  to  continue  to  live  independently.   Many  are 
currently  in  housing  that  is  not  appropriate  to  their 
particular  needs  and  accordingly  is  a  factor  contributing 
to  the  decline  in  their  abilities  to  function. 

These  figures  indicate  a  substantial  unmet  need  for 
elderly  housing  in  this  centrally  located  neighborhood, 
which  is  close  to  Downtown  and  Boston  Waterfront 
amenities . 

2 .  Sustainable  Demand  for  Assisted  Rental  Elderly  Housing 

According  to  the  City  of  Boston  Elderly  Commission  there 
are  currently  165  income  eligible  adults  who  are  waiting 
for  appropriate  elderly  housing  in  Charlestown.   The 
Boston  Housing  Authority's  General  Warren  Apartments  has 
81  people  waiting  on  a  list  for  a  development  that  has 
only  96  units.   The  Mary  Colbert  Apartments  has  42 
individuals  on  a  waiting  list  while  the  development  only 
averages  1  to  2  vacancies  per  year.   At  the  current  rate 
at  which  vacancies  occur,  it  will  take  20  years  or  longer 
to  accommodate  all  of  the  people  on  these  waiting  list. 


3. 

3 .   Tenant  Selection 

To  be  eligible  for  residing  in  the  development,  an 
applicant  must: 

Be  at  least  62  years  of  age  at  time  of  application; 

Have  a  family  income  at  or  below  50%  of  the  median 
income  for  the  Boston  Metropolitan  area;  and 

Have  supportive  services,  as  necessary,  in  place  at 
the  time  of  application  free  of  any  reliance  on  the 
owner  manager  of  the  property.   NOTE:   BLCNPDC  will 
be  capable  of  assisting  residents  in  identifying  and 
accessing  services  once  they  are  established  tenants 
of  the  property,  but  not  as  a  condition  of  occupancy 
at  the  time  of  application. 

The  outline  of  available  supportive  services  described  in 
"Secton  b."  below  will  allow  for  aging  in  place  of  the 
residents  and  promote  independent  living  for  as  long  as 
possible . 

The  Bricklayers  &  Laborers  Charlestown  Non-Profit 
Development  Corp.  (BLCNPDC)  will  advertise  the 
availability  of  units  at  Building  #104  of  the  Charlestown 
Navy  Yard  through  the  major  newspaper  outlets  in  Boston 
as  well  as  local  community  and  minority  owned  outlets. 

Outreach  will  be  extended  to  existing  providers  of 
elderly  housing  to  access  their  waiting  lists  where 
possible.   Community  groups  and  elderly  service  providers 
will  be  contacted  to  maximize  the  ability  of  eligible 
individuals  to  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

Applications  and  financial  statements  will  be  distributed 
to  area  meal  sites  and  service  providers.   Mail 
applications  will  be  available  for  individuals  unable  to 
obtain  application  in  person.   In  addition,  applications 
will  be  available  at  Building  #104  as  well  as  at  a  model 
unit. 

Applications  will  be  screened  to  determine  compliance 
with  eligibility  criteria.   Assuming  the  demand  exceeds 
the  number  of  available  units,  a  public  lottery  will  be 
held  to  select  the  initial  group  of  tenants.   Applicants, 
who  are  not  chosen  for  initial  tenancy  will  be  drawn  and 
given  sequential  numbers.   These  applicants  will  form  the 
initial  waiting  list  for  vacancies  as  they  occur  in 
Building  #104. 


b.   Manner  in  Which  Services  Will  Be  Provided 

Residents  of  Building  #104  will  be  able  to  access  a  wide 
array  of  supportive  services  existing  in  Charlestown  and 
Boston.   As  low  income  people,  Building  #104  residents  are 
eligible  for  services  at  either  no  charge  or  a  nominal  fee. 

An  informational  handbook  describing  available  resources  will 
be  distributed  to  residents.  A  part-time  facilitator  will  be 
available  to  assist  residents  in  accessing  services  as  needed 
to  help  them  to  maintain  their  ability  to  live  independently. 

1 .  Health  Services 

Building  #104  is  accessible  to  all  the  major  medical 
centers  in  the  Boston  Area.   Transportation  is  available 
from  several  sources  to  access  medical  care. 

In  addition,  the  Bunker  Hill  Community  Health  Center 
affiliated  with  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  has  a 
nurse  practitioner  who  makes  home  visits.   The 
Charlestown  Neighborhood  Health  Center  provides  key 
medical,  pharmaceutical  and  nutritional  services. 

Home  Health  Care  is  available  from  the  Boston  Senior  Home 
Care,  the  Kennedy  Center  and  the  Golden  Age  Center.   The 
Visiting  Nurse  Association  and  the  Spaulding 
Rehabilitation  Hospital  also  provide  visiting  nurses  for 
individuals  in  need  of  on-going  in  home  treatment. 

In  addition  to  health  services,  homecare  aides  can  be 
available  to  help  housebound  seniors  with  shopping, 
laundry  and  housekeeping.   Boston  Senior  Homecare  also 
has  a  Chore  Service  available  for  heavy  cleaning  needs. 

2 .  Meals 

Three  meal  sites  operate  in  Charlestown.   Each  serves 
full  meals  daily  at  a  nominal  cost  of  $1.00. 

For  individuals  who  are  unable  to  travel.  Meals  on  Wheels 
are  available  from  the  Kit  Clark  House. 

Meal  sites  include  the  following: 

The  Kennedy  Center  -  daily  meal  and  transportation; 

Golden  Age  Center  -  daily  meals; 

Boston  Housing  Authority,  Rutherford  Ave. -daily  meal. 

Home  health  aides  from  Boston  Senior  Home  Care  assist  in 
food  shopping  for  persons  unable  to  shop  for  themselves. 

Barkan  Management,  Building  #104 's  manager,  currently 
manages  an  adjacent  apartment  complex  at  the  Navy  Yard, 
and  has  arranged  for  a  super  market  chain,  to  shuttle 
individuals  from  both  complexes  to  the  supermarket. 


Social  Services 

The  Kennedy  Center  and  Golden  Age  Center  maintain 
facilities  in  the  Charlestown  area  for  social 
interaction.   Beano,  crafts  classes,  organized  travel, 
exercise  classes,  as  well  as  informal  socialization  in 
Senior  Lounges . 

The  City  of  Boston  Elderly  Commission  publishes  a  monthly 
newsletter  "Boston  Seniority",  which  outlines  all  the 
forthcoming  social  events  in  the  area. 


Transportation 

The  Navy  Yard  with  its  harborside  location  offers  unique 
transportation  services  that  include  the  recently 
completed  handicap  accessible  water  shuttle  from  Pier  4 
to  Long  Wharf.   Operating  hours  are  6:30  am  -  8:15  pm. 
Ridership  figures  for  fiscal  year  1990  exceed  160,000 
passengers.   MBTA  elderly  ID  passes  are  honored  reducing 
the  fare  to  $.50.   In  association  with  the  water  shuttle, 
the  MBTA  also  provides  free  intra-Navy  Yard  bus  shuttle 
service  to  the  parking  garage  (Building  #199)  and  from 
the  parking  garage  along  First  Avenue  with  stops  at 
Eighth  Street  and  the  National  Historic  Park,  from  the 
NHP  to  Pier  4  via  First  Avenue  and  Eighth  Street  (see 
attached  Transportation  Map) . 

Future  development  plans  include  the  creation  of  an 
additional  water  shuttle  docking  facility  at  pier  10 
serving  the  Aquarium  and  the  remainder  of  Navy  Yard's  end 
users.   This  facility  would  feature  the  use  of  a  high 
capacity  (150  person)  water  shuttle  ,  with  departures 
every  15  minutes. 

MBTA  bus  service  is  provided  on  a  daily  basis  and  is 
located  adnacent  to  Gate  4  at  the  intersection  of  Bunker 
Hill  Street  and  Vine  Street.   The  #93  bus  route  travels 
along  Lowney  Way  through  City  Square  over  the  Northern 
Avenue  Bridge  and  into  Haymarket  Station  and  all  other 
bus  and  subway  connections.   Senior  citizen  fares  are 
$.10  for  bus  service  and  $.25  for  subway  service. 

Residents  with  disabilities  can  contact  the  MBTA  Ride, 
Office  for  Transportation  Access  at  722-5123.   Passengers 
are  required  to  complete  an  application  and  present  a 
physician's  certification  in  order  to  become  a  user  of 
the  Ride.   This  service  provides  door  to  door 
transportation  within  the  Boston  area.   Fares  are  $.75. 

The  Mayor's  Office  of  Elderly  Affairs  provides  a  free 
shuttle  service  to  and  from  medical  appointments.   The 
Senior  Shuttle  can  be  contacted  at  725-3984.   Passengers 
are  required  to  provide  three  days  notice  prior  to  pick 
up. 


Security  Services 

Northeast  Security,  Inc.  provides  24  hour  radio  assisted 
security  services  within  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard.   This 
service  requires  two  officers  per  shift  to  conduct  hourly 
foot  patrols  of  all  common  access  areas  of  the  Navy  Yard 
including  nine  variously  located  detex  key  locations 
which  ensures  optimum  security  presence  throughout  the 
Navy  Yard.   Special  attention  is  given  to  the  following: 

Doors,  Windows 

Trespassing 

Vandalism 

Park  and  Fountain  Area 

Illegally  Parked  Vehicles 

Fire  Hazards 

Safety  Hazards 

In  addition  to  the  patrols  conducted  by  Northeast,  the 
National  Park  Service  Rangers  conduct  periodic  radio 
assisted  vehicle  patrols  within  the  development  area. 
Although  jurisdiction  is  limited  to  Buildings   58,60, 
105  and  75,  security  presence  is  greatly  increased 
because  of  the  location  of  Building  #104  in  relationship 
to  Command  Headquarters,  detex  locations  and  buildings 
under  National  Park  service  jurisdiction.

d.  On-Site  Services 

Because  of  the  existing  services  currently  available  in  the 
community,  it  is  not  anticipated  that  there  will  be  on-site 
services  offered  for  the  residents  of  Building  #104. 

As  part  of  the  administration  and  management  of  Building 
#104,  there  will  be  a  part-time  facilitator  available  to 
assist  residents  in  accessing  available  services. 

Need  for  staff  to  assist  tenants  will  grow  as  the  initial 
tenants  age  in  place.   Staffing  patterns  for  the  facilitator 
will  be  established  once  the  needs  of  the  tenants  are 
assessed. 

e .  Sources  of  Funding  for  Services 

The  independent  service  providers  outlined  in  this  supportive 
services  plan  have  their  own  funding  sources.   By  virtue  of 
their  low' income  status,  residents  of  Building  #104  will  be 
able  to  access  these  services  at  little  or  no  charge. 
Funding  for  the  on-site  staff  will  be  included  in  the 
operating  budget.
